Ty EVOLVING in my. mi<Dd lately the probable co»- 
•■^ feauences of th^ prefent war, and theftrange mix- 
ture of vanity^ (iuplicity^ perfidy, and cruelty^ the 
complication of paffions and vices that diftinguifh 
» cectaiii coalp]C(K»i» cbara&er, 1 began to regale 
Wf defponding iaiagtnatioA by r^refeoting hhn y} 
myfeU* in Sin'hiji&rkal point of view, conftdering 
him as a player, exhibitiog a variety of chara£ters^ 
and applying to him the words of Young : 

The dreadful raufquerader, thus eqisipt, 
Out fallies on adi^eiitur^* 

In the middle of this reverie I fell afleep, and wfe 
foon cranfported in a di^^am, on the wings of fancy, 
to the days of the celebrated Stratford Jubilee. Me^ 
thought I was carried by an invifible power to the 
doors of a vaft amjphitheatre, filled by the inhabit* 
ants of different nations in all their variety of drefles. 
By a large printed bill in red letters, I found that 
Shakfpeare's Juhilee was to be preceded by a fort of 
pantomimical entertainment, intermixed with fome

of the perfonages of the old bard, exhibited hy 
Garrick in the charafter of Harlequin. Indignant as 
1 was to fee my favourite poet fo degraded, I however 
produced my ticket, and took my feat. The firft 
entertainment 1 found was entitled Harlequin Corjican. 
After the mufic had played an overture, the favourite 
aftor appeared in the . charafter of Hot/pur^ with 
Pierrot habited like IVorce/ier, in the Firft Part of 
Henry the Fourth. The old Englifli earl feemed to be 
foothmg his angry nephetv in thefe words : 

Peace, ecu fin, fay no more. 

Hot/pur replied with the moft frightful contor- 
tions and ridiculous grimaces ; 

Bv Heaven, methinks it were an eafy leap, 

1*0 pluck bright Honour from the pale-fac*d moon ; 

Or dive into the bottom of the deep, 

Where feihom line could lievcr touch the ground, 

And pluck up drowiie^ Honour by the locks ) 

So he that could redeem her thence might wear 

JVithout corrival all her dignities,. &c. 

I was told by a critic near me, that the Corjican 
Harlequin alluded by thefe lines to his plans againft 
the' Turktfh Crefcent, aind probably to the real 
predominance of the Queen of Night over his heated 
brain ; the latter part feemed to denote the projefted 
invafion, and its probable confequences to himfelf, 
which the character he affumed, fo frankly' avowed to 
the Englifb Ambaflador. .Shortly after, by a meta- 
morpholis, performed in the twinkling of an eye, 
iifar/^^z^m appeared in the drefs of an ancient Scottifli 
Thane ; and I heard him repeat the very words of 
Macbeth : 

To be thus is nothing; 
But to be fafcly thus : — My fears in Bourbon 
btick deep ; and in his royalty of nature 
Keigiis that which would be iear'd. 

—They 
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—They put a barren fceptre in my gripe, 
Thence to be wrench'd by an unlineal hand. 
No fon of mine fucceeding. — 

— For Bourbon's iflue have I fill'd my mind ; 
Put rancours in the veflel of my peace, 
Only for them ; and mine eternal jewel 
Given to the common enemy of man, &c. 

The ftage foon afterwards was darkened ; but a 
ftrange fulphurous light dawning gradually over it, 
a caldron was feen, and the witches dancing round 
it : fhortly after, Macbeth appeared with a bundle 
of poppy in his hand, which he deliberately fliook 
over the veflel, and then retired. An odd eflFeft of 
this appeared in the next fcenc; when the firft 
objeft I perceived was Harlequin like Claudius 
King of Denmark. He exhibited all the figns of 
terror which that chara&er difplays in the poifoning 
fcene. 1 caft my eyes round in fearch of the caufe, 
with fome anxiety, but no fceptre appeared. In ^ 
few minutes, however, I diftin6lly heard a hollow 
voice repeating, iu fmall but fuUen ioupdji, tbefe 
words : 

I will find him when he lies afleep, 
And in his ear I *11 holla " Opium ;" 
Nay, 1 will have a ftarling taught to fpeak 
Nothing but oj>iumy and give it him. — 

Soon after I heard the fluttering of wings ; the 
darling actually made its appearance, and accofled 
the King with this formidable word, with fo much 
vociferation and perfeverance, that he fairly drove the 
jroyal Dane ofl^ the ftage. 

Harlequin next appeared Hamlet himfelf, driving 
in Columbine before him, who feemed to have fallen 
under his princely difpleafure. She appeared in a 
mixed charafiter, partly dreflbd as Queen Gertrude 
aftually appears on the flage, and partly decorated 
with drooping lilies, the well-known emblematic 

B a inflgnia 
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infignia of France. Hamlet approached her, bearing 
in either hand a pidure, and addrelfed her in thefe 
words : 

Look here upon t/us pi<^ure — and on tits. 

This was your hufband. Look you now what follows 1 

Here is your hufband — 

You cannot call it love. Though fenfe you have, 

£lfe could you not have motion ; fure that fenfe 

Is apoplex'd, for madnefs could not err 

So palpably. 

— What devil was it, 
That thus hath cozen'd you at hoodman- blind ? 
Eyes without feeling — feeling without fight/ 
"Ears without hands or eyes ; 
Or buta fickly part of one true fenfe 
Could not fo mope. 

• All this while fhe appeared in great agony, till the 
Prince difmiffed her with a look of pity and contempt. 
This exhibition was fucceeded by the mafquerader in 
the figure of a Roman patrician, with a iingular 
expreffion of rancour and envy in his countenance^ 
1 could not conjeSure whom he meant to perfonate, 
till I fliortly after faw Pierrot like Julius Cafar^ with 
his bald head and laurel crown, obfervine the fenator 
with a fagacious and penetrating eye, and repeating, 

Yond* Caffius has a Jean and hungry look ; 
Seldom be fmiles ; and fmiles in fuch a fort. 
As if he mock'd himfelf, and fcorn'd his fpirit 
That could be mov'd to fmile at any thing : 
Such men as he be never at heart's cafe, 
Whiles they behold a greater than themfelves. 

But this high-fpiritcd Roman, who could not brook 
a fupcrior, was foon degraded into a modern Italian 
pantaloon. I foon rccognifed my old acquaintance 
the Apothecary in Romeo and Juliet. 

— Meagre were his lot>ks; 
Sharp mifcry had worn him to the bones ; 
The world was not his friend, nor the wo; A/ ; lusoj.

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This was the only difference j ** the ftuffed alii- 
gator,'* indead of being hung up in liis (hop, was 
ftuck under his arm, as if he was in the aft of carrying 
it from Egypt, as a lading though not a hving 
monument of his exploits there. 

He was foon, however, by fome inviiible meanS) 
expanded into the jolly figure of Jack Cade, with biB 
thrum cap and ruilic myrmidons. After dubbing 
hitnfelf an Emperor indead of a Knight, the mob 
cried out, " G^ Jave your Maje/iy !*' on which he 
anfwered, *^ Thanksy goodpeeple. There fhall be no 
money nor trade. Jack Cade^ th^ clothier, fliall 
drefs the commonwealth, and fet a new Nap upon it/* 
On this, Peter the Puvjier cried out, ** Emperor Nap^ 
Emperor Nap P* — ^The UfuqDcr immediately cried, 
** Knock him down there !" Then he thus continued 
his aldrefs: " The law dial! proceed out of my mouth; 
you Ihall eat at my cod ; and when you have cat up 
the land, go dive for herrings."

HOW TO ABUSE MINISTER?.

LETTER I. • 
MR. 'editor, 

'INHERE is nothing like candour at firft ftarting. 
•^ Know then, that I am a general vilifier, in veri'e 
and in profe, of all his Majefty's Minifters, for the 
time being, of what party or denomination foevcr 
they may be. I have nothing to objeft to the manners, 
the morals, or the meafures of Mr. Addington ; but 
it is an indifpenfable duty in the honourable corps to 
which I belong, to arraign andcenfure thofe publicly, 
whom, under a confcientious qualm, one might fome- 
times be induced, perhaps, privately to admire. We 
ere well paid to annoy pre-eminence in the government 
^theoouatry} and therefore, like Sw/i/i troops, are 

feldom 
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fcldom at a lofs for an objeft of attack, or in making 
free quarters wherever we move. Men unacquainted 
with the political darings of this great town, may 
wonder why his Majefty's prefent Adminiftratioii 
ihould be loaded with more perfonal abufe than their 
predecelFors in office. They naturally enough conclude, 
that, as Meflrs. Addington and Co. are effecting more 
in the conftitutional defence of the country^ their 
merits ought ^gratefully to be eftimated by their public 
fervices. But the very reverfe of this propofition 
forms, at this enlightened moment, the regulating 
principle; and therefore, in proportion as the King's 
Miniliers are increafing in the 7?iora/ cllimation of ihc 
people, we find a political ncceffity for multiplying 
our arts to aflail them. The fervicc of jlate-viUJ'j/iffg^ 
that is, of_defaming every honourable member of the 
King's Government, though it now comprehends a 
numerous corps of artificers^ is an occupation ihuk 
requires the fmalleft portion of flock ^ of all others, 
except in that ordinary commodity oijfheer impudence, 
with which nature, now-a-days, fo liberally fupplies 
mankind: and as to tools j thefe we always truft to 
making with great facility as we go along. Hence it 
is that yqu fee fo many ahtife-Jhop^ fo rapidly opened 
againft the good government of the country, under 
any Oppq/itioriy or Ex-Mini/iri/y that choofe to fet 
them up. The main attention of a Jiate-vilijler is 
direfted to a confcientious difrcgard of truth ; fo that 
by no crofs-grained accident he may be betrayed into 
any aflertion, that by poflibility may bear the femblance 
of a fa6h This being properly under (lood, our duty 
becomes Amplified, and is moft pleafantly difcharged 
againil the higher powas, in a manner which I fhall 
hereafter explain.

The troubles in the diftant provinces of theTurkiffi 
empire ieem to increafe ; no lefs than tv^Q Pachas of 

three 
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three tails have been beheaded on fufpicion of being 
conneiled with the infurgents. But we are not at all 
furprifed at this : while we have Mr. Addington for a 
Minifter, we (hall not wonder at any thing that is done 
in Turkey, in Perfia, or even in Thibet itfelf. The 
Britifh authority cannot be refpedled while we have 
fuch drive/Zer^ at the helm. They are reprefentcd as 
honejly well-meaning men, as if we wanted cither 
honeft or well-meaning men at the head of affairs ! 
We coiiid eafily prove, on the contrary, that honeft 
and well-meaning men mud be fools. — What has 
honefty to do with placemen ? It is the bufinefs of a 
Minifter to make all he can, and to provide well for all 
the dependants of his party. With fuch men as 
the prefent, Britain can never be refpeited. — Lord 
Chatham would have cut off his right hand before 
he would have fuffered a paltry Pacha of three tails to 
have caufed difturbance in the Ottoman empire, that 
old and faithful ally of Great Britain. 

But the hirelings of Minifters ftill tell us, they 
are ** men of integrity and honour, well-intentioned 
men :" we fuppofe they mean by this, that they are 
men who pay their debts, — Who ever heard of ftatefmen 
and politicians paying th^ir debts ? But this it comes 
to, when all the great talents of the country are 

excluded from tlie adminiftration. If Mr. , 

and Lord , and — ; — , &c, &c. had been iii 

office, we (liould have had no fuch paltry doings 
as this; but the diminutive details of the (hopkeeper 
are, alas f introduced into the great departments of 
the ftate; and thefe nincompoops expcdl the fame 
credit for honour and integrity in public life, as would 
be claimed by a petty trader on the Exchange ! 

The fame hirelinrr mifcreants tell us, *' the coun- 
try is faved," *^ the plans of the enemy are difcon- 
certed j" and why, truly ? Truly becaufe thefe block- 
heads ** have not been afraid to uu& \.\\^ ^^c\^^ cS. 
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England with arms in their hands." We fuppofe 
they mean the volunteers 1 How little do tnefe 
drivellers know of the defence of a country ! Fifty 
thoufand mercenary troops would be far preferable 
to a whole nation of volunteers. As to the fyflem 
of blocking up the enemy's ports, none huifapfculls 
would ever have thought of it. Whatever may be our 
opinion of Bonapartt:, on this fubje6J: (and indeed 
on mod others) his reafoning is invulnerable. Why 
do they not let him come out ? why do they hot fuffer 
him to land, and give him battle fairly in the field ? 

Had Mr, , and Lord , and ^ &c. 8cc. 

been in office, they would have fuffered him to have 
landed long ago, they would not have fculked, and 
counteracted craft by policy : but cunning is always 
the vice ef low minds. It may fuit the narrow policy 
of the Addingtons, the Hawkefburys, the St. Vincents, 
thofe under li?igs in office, to coop and pen the enemy 
up in his ports ; men of more liberal minds would have 
let him come out, and do his worfl. — ^They would 
have fcomed to take even a fingle gun-boat before 
the grand queftion was decided. 

But where indeed Ihould fuch men get their 
knowledge of ftate affairs ? Not furely in the Speaker's 
chair, in the Houfe of Commons. Not on the 
continent, and in vifiting the different courts of 
Europe. Not in ftudying the laws, or fighting the 
battles of their country ! — ^No, thefe will only make 
nincompoops and drivellers. It is at Brookes's, at 
Newmarket, in Duke's Place j it is among (harpers, 
black- legs, and fwindlers only, that human nature 
is to be fludied ; nor can any man be fit to manage 
the aSairs of a nation till he has totally ruined his 
own. 

If the public are fo funk in fiupidity as not to 

underfiand thcfe things; as not, to unite with one 

/feart and voice k> drive |befe nincompoops from the 
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helm, let Ihem look at all our great ftatefmen and 
orators of the prefent age — ^Where have they (ludied ? 
Why, in the beft of all fchools — at the fafhionable 
clubs, and the faro-table ! and we will venture to 
predift, that imtil we can get a miniftry from the 
fame honourable fourccs. Great Britain never will be 
refpe6table in the eyes of foreign courts.

i)laced my muflcet upon the ground near me, with my 
braging cap drawn over my ears, and my pipe in tti^

It is this common prejudice which T would 
combat, becaufe it is not only mifchievpus, but, in my 
opinibii, extremely falfe. 0'^eak perfons are commonly 
foi/Jiy and men of fuperior underftanding, men of ii4- 
tegrity arid truth, if I have been happy enough to make 
any corredi obfervations. 1 think too, that my ob* 
fervations of faAs are fupported by the beft theory on 
the fubjeft. Men of talents have extenfive views, and 
perceive in a moment how very feldom it is that falfe- 
hood and deception can accomplifh any purpofc* 
Ifeak men, who never fee far, are always prefled to 
overcome prefent difficulty, and nothing feems to them 
more eafy than a lie or a trick. Thi;> is the habit of 
every child to efcape corrcftion or gain a point j and 
what is a weak maji but a grown child ? Now^ '^' 
when Mr. Addington became Prime iA.*m\ft.ct^ ij^

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the general cry, He is Sijimple welUmeaning man} and 
jealoufy was laid aileep by this prejudice, that a weak' 
man is not to be dreaded as deceitful. How has this 
Rmple well-meaning man afted ? He has made war 
MTiier falfe pretences — by this the nation has be!en 
deceived. He has unfairly ftated the finances of the 

,. country, and tricked men into loans — by this the mo- 
nied men have been deceived. He has talked fair to 
his old friends, who opened the door of his advance- 
ment — by this Mr. Pitt has been deceived, who ftill 
thinks himfelf the wifer of the two. He keeps his place 
in peace and war by trick and management alone-— 
by this all parties have been deceived. His admini- 
flration is a fcheme of low deception, a fyftem of ex- 
pedients fuch as children adopt. He has proved that 
a weak man is mod likely to be falfe ; and that a great 
man of talents is mold likely to be true, honourable^ 
and ufeful^ I hope the nation will one day believe and 
experience. 

It has often been remarked, that low minds are cun^ 
ning ; for the fame reafon, no doubt, becaufe great 
minds know that cunning and trick cannot long fub- 
ferve any important purpofe, and fuch folicit only the 
accompliftiment of important purpofes ; whilll low 
mhjds are ever upon the watch to obtain temporary 
advantages, and, looking no farther, leave their cha- 
racters at rifk. I am no partifan in politics ; one 
word, however, mav be pardoned upon a politician. 
Mr. Fox has (hut the door of office agaihft himfelf, 
only by his operi and ingenuous conduct. ** There 
was in the nature of this man (fo his biographer 
will fay) fomething fo nndifguifcd, fimple, and di- 
re6t, that he always gave offence to the Court ; for 
thofe who required flattery from him, found that he 
was too proud to debafe himfelf."

If I look, Sir, among the fupporters of the .drama 
lefore the curtairi^ in every part of the houfe, I would 
ait, who have at all times contributed more liberally 
than the diflR'reut branches of my family? Who has 
not heard of the Jollu Dogs, the Pickled Dogs, the 
Hearty Dogs, the Frolicking Dogs, the Dajhlng Dogs, 
the Amorous Dogs, the Sad Dogs, the Wicked Dogs, 
the Scape- grace Dogs, the Droll Dogs, the Diverting 
Dogs, and many others whom I could name, and who 
have been, in all ages, the chief fupporters of all the 
temples of mirth, amufement, and revelry ?

figns them to the chambers of neglefted beauty. 

Nor is our race.lefs admired in, the, political circles: 
for how oft have 1, with fecret rapture, liflened to the 
eloquent encomiums of the philofopjfiic JJV-— nd= — m, 
on the accompliflimentsof the ** true-bred Briii/h Bull 
Dogf^' whofc fierce courage and invincible ardour 
render him a fit figure to enrich the rhetoric of tbofc 
orators who fpeak the juft eulogiums of our gallant 
tars. And if I look, Sir, to the annals of war^ I there 
find that our alliance and prowels have been feduloufly 
courted by thofe warriors and conquerors, who foijnd 
human means inadequate to the achievements d'f pr/oud 
trophies that hav« decorated the brpws otHit filt/i coft- 
quervfs of Americay and the lajl conquerors 6f the 
weft- Indian Maroons; and wlio found, in the Canine 
Hegiments of CubaydXWti much more fonnidable than 
4he Invincible Legion of the renowned Bonapartif. 

Having thus. Sir, proved biflorically the honours of 
thp doghood, I feel.it unneceflary to dwell ,£?c^-ipfU]« 
cally on the field of demonflration, which I piight fur- 
ther explore, In filpport of our claims.

[From the Britifti Prcfs.] 

TO CITIZEN MORNING POST. 
FELLOW-CITIZEN, 

"DY t!)c telegraph of this day, I learn with fatisfac- 
'■-' tion that you approve my principles, preach my 
do(^rine, and dcfire to enforce my praAice. Citizen, 
I am but young; the day of the convocation of the 
IStates General in France was the day of my birth ; 
but mv lineage dates from Adam. I am defcended 
from Cain ; and when the Ifraelites gave no quarter 

10 
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to their prifoners, they were commanded by one of 
my anceftors. The republican Greeks, Carthaginians, 
and Romans, when they butchered their prifoners, 
Avere always headed by fome of my forefathers. In 
America, when the favages fcalp, burn, or torture 
their captives, they only follow my family regulations* 
The Spaniards in South America, in bravely mur- 
dering the defencelefs Indians, were guided by fonie 
perfons of my race. When, at St. Bartholomew, the 
French Catholics facnjiced the French Proteftants ; 
and feventy years afterwards the Irifli Catholics im- 
molated the Irifti Proteftants, my great-grandfather's 
grandfather, and my great-erandfather*s father, were 
the facrificers. But my father, grandfather, and 
great-grandfather, poor fouls ! were degraded to be 
iome defpicable jack-ketches or grand inquifitors. 
The ungrateful world advanced in civilization ; hu- 
manity and generofity profcribed barbarity, and fe- 
rocity was forced to give place to juft and liberal fen- 
timcnts. My grandfather died broken-hearted, when 
Louis XVI. aicended the throne; and my father 
expired from joy, at the taking of the Baftile, on the 
14th of July 1789. My relation, Jourdan the Cut- 
throat, there became my inftruftor. I affifted him 
the fame year, on the 6th of October, to dlfpatch 
our prifoners, the difiirmed garde de corps at Ver- 
failles, and to carry their heads before the King's car- 
riage to Paris. I was with him at Avignon on the 
i6th Oftober 1791, where we cleared the prifons of 
thirteen women and forty-eight men. This was our firft 
patriotic trial to piirge en majfe revolutionary PVance 
of its prifoners. The year 1792 was our family ju- 
bilee and glory. At Paris, Verfailles, Meaux, Kheims, 
Lyons, Nantes, and in all the departments, we re- 
generated France, in emptying its prifons o{ Jixteen 
thoujand, chained^ detainedy and ftifpeSted men, wO" 
men, and children. In reward for thcfe civic tranf- 

£ 3 adbionf^ 
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ifi&ions we were ennobled by the virtuous French re- 
publicans, and furniflied with a netv name for hiftory, 
as famous and dreaded as any before uii. During the 
following year, in aiding Marat and Bobefpierre with 
our heads, our army were bufy in working for Fouche 
at Lyons and in La Vendee; and for citizens Barras 
und Bonaparte at Toulon. It was in this laft city, 
where our prefent citizen Firft Conful claimed con- 
fangninity with us, although he did not make good 
his claims before Vendemiaire year 4 (Oftober 1795)1 
when eight thot/Jand Parl/ian carcajfes convinced uSj 
and all Europe, that he wa,^oneofourfamtly[* la 
1 794, after the republican decree of *^ No quarter to the 
Enclifh," Carnot fent me to Flanders, Brabant, and 
Holland, with the rank of aide-de-camp; but arif- 
tocracy was there the order of the day ; and had not 
Citizen Van Damme received me, I fliould, to the 
clifgrace of the Great Nation, have returned as I went. 
At Quiberon, in 1795, I banquettcd for weeks with 
Citizens Tallien and Hoche, and every day fome frefli 
game was provided for me, I was occupied ia 
Italy in 1796, and particularly at Verona in 1797 J 
and after Jome hundred petty deeds with my relative 
iS'apolcone the Firft, to whofe ftaff 1 have ever fincc 
belonged^ 1 went with him to Egypt and Syria^ 
and the hills of Jaffa : the fcattered bones and 
bleaching (kulls record for ever our prefence there. 
Such are fome of my titles for demanding of you a 
fraternal hug : as to my obligations to you, no idea 
can yet be formed, either by yourfelf, or any of 
your co-operators. Idlenefs, the mother of all vice, 
with fome years olium cum dignitatem had nearly 
broken my family fpirit : thanks to your political and 
philofophical plan, I hope again to be called into 
a6iivity. Citizen Napoleone has already convoked a 
family council, and we are about to deliberate, no^ 
where to end, but where to begia : which would be 
the moii ^c/Kdiitageoiis to our caufe ^xxd vciV^xtil) the 
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murder of the French prifoners in England^ or of the 
EngUfh prifoners in France ? We are about to cal- 
culate with our ufua] Jafig'froid the efficacy of feveral 
inftruments of dettruftion, and to make fonie expe- 
riments^ if poifonons draughts are not more expedi- 
tious than grape-(hot, fiifiladesj drownings cutting 
with fwords, or ftabbiug ^ith daggers. 

Citizen^ although 1 only fufpeft, but am not cer- 
tain, that you belong to our fraternity, I have a pro- 
pofal to make, which, if you approve, W\\\ fix our 
renown for ever. My friend, the Confular l^eFedt 
Jean de Brie, propofed, ten years ago, to embody a 
corps of regicides ; why not improve upon his plan, 
and organize a corps of prifoniddes f If you will be 
the commander, I fhall head the (laff, and belldes 
provide a numerous body of recruits from our Con- 
fular Senate, Council of State, Miniftry Tribunat, 
and from our army, all trained and tried men during 
the laft fourteen years. I fliall improve your prefcnt 
nQlle ide^s, by extracts from your paft bloody annals ;• 
and you (hall b^ convinced how eafily you and I, 
with our fellow- citizens, may undifturbed enjoy oup 
firefide, and fpeculate upon maflacres, whilft the vo- 
lunteers are fighting our battles, expofed to the fa- 
tigue of marches, to the inclemency of the weather,. 
to fufferings from want and privations, and to all 
the dangers of war. We may regard ourfelyes as a 
corps de rejerve ; and when the battles are over, and* 
we have nothing to fear, then, and not before then^ 
we will bravely pour out from our hiding holes, and 
kill the chained or difarmed, difpatch the wouncie^J, 
and mutilate and flrip the dead* Five la Repubhque t 
Health and fraternity !

[From the Calcutta Chronicle.] 

YESTERDAY the Quaddy (loop, Capt. Bagfhot^ 
^ arrived in the river, and brought the following 
intelligence from the rebel colonies. 

Botany Bay, Sept. 3. The dates of this province^ 
finding that the Uommiffioners fent to Eoclan^d have 
not been fuccefsful^ have refolved to arm the militia^ 
and put the fort and caftle into a proper ftate of 
defence. The equeftrian ilatue qf George IV. which 
was ere£ied fome years fince in the middle of t)ie 
grand fquare, has been pulled down, and the metal 
melted into implements of war : — fucli is the fpirit that 
prevails in thefe much-injured colonies. 

By a ihip juft arrived at Garraw Bay, we are in-> 
formed, that the Endifli miniftry have determined to 
fend out a deet to block up our ports ; but we hope 
this is merely a report.

It may be remembered that 
when we were at firli threatened with invafion, the 
enemy's gun- boats amounted to eight thoufand, each 
capable of carrying one hundred men ! This was a force 
with which, as our form of prayer ftates, the enemy 
might " have fwallowed us up V it could not there* 
fore laft ; becaufe they who thus obligingly fumiflied 
eight thoufand gun-boats, with eight hundred thoufand 
men, found themfelves unable to fupport their exift- 
ence. Curious people naturally aiked, where were the 
harbours for the boats, and the camps for the men ? 
and it not being eafy, even by private correfpondence^ 
to anfwer thefe queftions, a cypher was ftruck off the 
number of the boats, and eight hundred fucceeded 
pretty well, while the men difappeared in fuch numbers, 
that we have never heard of one fourth fince. Of late, 
however^ even that number of boaXs Vvas decreafcd fo 
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confiderably, that at the moment we are writings the 
tejl'informed of our papers are not quite certain whe- 
ther the invafion is to beattempted m boats at all !-^ 
This is but a flight (ketch of the vaft variety of ru« 
mours with which John Bull^ fenior^ has been tanta- 
lized for fome months paft. We might add^ how fre- 
quently Minifters have been cenfured for not doing 
that in which they were occupied, or for doing that 
which they never intended. The younger branches^ 
however, of the family have, with more wifdom^ 
been preparing themfelves for any farce that may 
appear, and have been more anxious to number their 
own battalions, than the enemy's boats !

I 
immediately ' ordered a detachment of Republican 
troops and the light company of Bow Wow's brigade 
to march for that place, Upon their arrival, they 
found the garrifon in great confufion ; but their pre- 
fence foon reftored tranquillity. Upon inquiry into 
the caufe of the affray, it appears that Mademoifelle 
Heleney a little Canine female attached to Capt. Du 
Chien's company, had been carrying on forfome time 
ail intrigue with a young Lieutenant in the Canine, 
Legion llationed at St. Marc, and had eloped with 
him to that fort. The fight of fo much beauty in- 
flamed the whole Canine garrifon, as much as that of 
her namefake of old did the Trojan and Grecian army 
at the'fiege of Troy.

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die very name of Fafliion anfwcrs all objcftions, 
juftifies and adorns everything. It pleafes them by 
its ficklenefs, it enchants them by its caprices, and 
confoles them for the ridicule which it beftows upon 
them. When morofenefs or rcafon would examine 
its conveniences and advantages, after the example 
of the Gaul, who threw his fword into the fcale, 
they throw in their drefles and toys : the moft im- 
partial will employ artifice to make the inconveniencies 
*^ kick the beam." 

There is but one thing that is capable of curing a 
coquette of her paffion for the modes ; and Hill that 
recipe is not very certain of fucccfs. Champfort 
gives an inftance of a lady who quarrelled with her 
lover becaufe he put on a flocking awry. 

A yoUng and handfome woman who is only a demi- 
coquette, and is but half infatuated with fafhion, 
panes for reafoiiable ; a man who comes within the 
iame degree pafles for a fop ; from which it may be 
concluded, that to be a woman, and handfome, is to 
have ihe privilege of being foppifli with impunity. 

It 'is the famion of fome people not to follow the 
fafhion^ they profefs to difdain and criticife it. Thefe 
are as ridiculous in the eyes of people of fafhion as 
the latter are in theirs. Thus is there a compenfation 
for epigrams and farcafms, and it is to be prefumed 
that both fides are quit. Neither of them ever exa- 
mine what the fafliion is; it matters nothing whether 
real tafte would condemn or approve it; itisfuffi- 
cient that it be the fafhion, in order to obtain the 
Aifirages of the one, and incur the cenfure of the 
other, k appears To amiable in the ^yes of fome, 
that it even feduces thofe whom it does not become ; 
and others are fo llrongly prejudiced againft itj that 
thjBy would fcniple to adopt It even if it were be- 
coming, agreeable, and ufeful to them. Be that as it 
way, the riUe will hold good^ almoft generaUy, that 

the 
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llic party which attacks it is almoft always the moft 
reafonable, and the parly which defends it the moft 
amiable. 

If you meet an old man who does not rail ftrongljr 
again A fafhion^ boldly pronounce that he has never 
been its flave, and in that refpeft has been always 
reafonable : if you adopt a different opinion in a con- 
trary cafe, it will rarely happen that you will find 
yourfelf miftaken. 

There are more old men than there are old womeit 
who fpeak impartially of the fafliions. Almoft all 
the latter feel an irrefiflible propenfity to hurl agaiuft 
it the anathema of their vexation. This is an im- 
mediate confequcnce of what we have already ob- 
ferved ; for there are more women than men who are 
in love with fafliions, ^ 

I faid the anathema of vexation, and in fad it is 
lefs the fentiment of violated tafte than the bitternefs 
of regret, that dictates their cenfure. But even 
though their fatire be unjuft, they do better to amufe 
Ihcmfelves in profcribing the faihions, ijo the way of 
Qonfoiation, than to render their decency fubje6t to 
its caprices. What can be a mOre ridiculous fpe6lacle 
than to behold the crazinefs of years heavily tottering 
after this light and fugitive idol — like the garrulity of 
old age diffufing itfcif over the tranfa^ions of paft 
times ? 

In this laft whim, however, do we not iind a text 
appropriate to our purpofe ? That Calchas who never- 
dies— that unrelenting pitilefs facrificer. Time — comes 
to demand his vi6iim. Alas ! let that viAim crown 
itfcif with flowers, if that attire can furnifli a con- 
foling amufement, and a veil to conceal from its views 
the fcythe which is ready to ftrike it ! 

Fafhion is frequently an injury to natural graces, 
and the effe£b of beauty^ and is nearly always its. moft 
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daD|;erous enemy. Truth invented the gracesj biit 
vanily perverted the ufe of them. 

It is not enough to have the ^ace correfponding 
with the age— the grace of figure is alfo requinte. A 
noble and fimple elegance becomes all features and 
all ages.

The delicate arrangement of drefs and features, the 
art of following the faihion with tafie — that is to fay, 
only of ufing fo much of it as is becoming and plead- 
ing, fo however that the infringement made upon it 
may not amount to a violation of its laws — that art, t 
fey, is to drefs what grace is to beauty.

TXTE have often lieard of caftles in the air : probably 
many of my readers may have been Jpeculat<frs 
in thefe kiad of buildings^ which feem to poiTefs ad- 
vantages not always concomitant to more fubflantial 
ere6lions^ as they are not, in the iirft inftanc^, attended 
with the ri(k and expenfe of thofe whofe foundatiot>s 
are upon the earth ; and, fecondly, every man is his 
own architect, and, confequently, avoids the trouble 
and litigation which, in former ages (for I would by no 
means iniinuate that fucb things ever happen in th« 
prefcnt), have been known to ariie from the a^ive^eal^ 
and difinterejled afliduity, of perfons to whom the ex- 
ecution of great and elegant defigns hath been dele- 
gated. The ingenious fe£k of cq/lle-buildets have 
therefore, from the time of Ariftophatiegj(bow long 
preceding him it is not material to mqui|p, beeii ex«^ 
tremely numerous ; and, while terreftrialniaterials arc 

Jo dear, as, in contradiftm&ion to other builders^ they 
tvorh clieapy I intended to have patriotically prop^^fed, 
that they mould, in the modern jargon, have beteafyAe- 
malized, organized, and made a part of fome irtt/ioTiA^ 
in/lUute, perhaps in petto, which, I conceive, would 
hsive been as ufeful as fome other branches of a Society 
of that nature a6lually in exiilence ; but upon Ibokii^ 

.at fome late Tranfa^ions, I found that many of thefe 
foaring geniufes have anticipated me, and have it now 
in contemblation to defcend from their fublinie alti- 
tudes, ana to place their, at prefent, '^ cloud-caf^t 
towers and gorgeous palaces" upon terra Jirmay to the 
great improvement of the metropolis. 

Leaving them, therefore, to the jiaitoiiition of their 
great defigns, which, I have a prefentiment, will, like

rewards, I would only juft hint, that when in confe- 
quence they do remove the hofpital for hmatics from 
its prefent fite, which may now, for reafons too obvious 
to need explanation, be deemed clajfic ground, they alfo 
improve, i. e. enlarge, the building.; becaufe I forcfee,if 
the other fchemes of improvement which are fuggefled 
are carried into effeit, fuch a receptacle may, in the 
end, be found the moft ufcful part ofihem. 

Having, with fome degree of anxiety, hinted the 
coalition which I conceive has taken place betwixt the 
aerial and lerreftrial architefts of the prefent day, it 
may be eafily imagined that anxiety was increafed by 
the refleftion that, now the buildings that have adorned 
the clouds are likely to be drawn downwards^ the im- 
menfe fpace above us, which is not fubje6t to any 
ground-rent^ will be entirely unoccupied, for no better 
reafon than becaufe accefs to it has been deemed rather 
difficult. 

While I was puzzling betwixt eagles and baflcets, 
pendent bridges and inclined planes, in order to facili- 
tate the elevation of bodies ^ I was at once relieved and 
comforted to find, that ingenuity, ever on the tving^ 
had fmoothed the way to the regions above, and that a 
method to " elevate and furprife" had, after it had 
lain dormant almoft twenty years, been revived with 
fuccefs ; fo that I fhould little wonder to fee the tra- 
velling in air-balloons, the method alluded to, as regu- 
larly fyftematized as that in mail-coaches, to which, 
indeed, they feem to pofTefs advantages infinitely fa- 
perior. 

This invention, unlefs we admit the claims of fome 
artifts of remote antiquity, which, perhaps, it would be 
wifer to drop, it is faid, originated among our inge- 
nious neighbours the French ; a nation whofe inven- 
tions and executions have, within thefe laft dozen 
years, adonifhed the world ; but as it has been often 
obfervedf that^ although they have the mod brilliant, 
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or, according to modern phrafeology, in which I de- 
light, the moft luminous, ideas, we, in our John Bull 
or John Trot ways (who, entre nousj are perfons of 
exceeding good fenfe), generally make improvements 
upon them, which renders ufefiil what probably was 
before only curious or ornamental. To elucidate this 
propofition, two invention's^ very oppofite and appoflte^ 
have been quoted, viz. the application of the experi- 
ments on the contra£tion and expaniion of metals by 
cold and heat, to time-keepers, with a view to facili- 
tate the difcovery of the longitude, and the fmaU ad- 
dition of a (hirt to a ruffle. Now as we have fucceeded 
in thefe two inftances, and in two tboufand others, I 
think we have a right to fuppofe that we ihall be 
equally fortunate with refpeS; to the balloon fydem, 
iK^hich an eminent and ingenious Gallic philoiopher, 
of whom the pickpockets lay that *' be has deferved 
well of this country," had the goodnefs lafl fummer to 
revive, upon the fame principle which had enabled 
many of his countrymen, in a former age, to fee what 
was doing above; and although the Englifh j(an of 
Phoelms, who attempted to rival him, failed ; and his 
balloon, from being hawked about till it became a 
drugf was confidered as a large bolus, which the public 
mouth would not open wide enough to fwallow ; as an 
immenfe glyfter, which would not produce one motion ; 
as a vehicle which it was impoflible to fill even with 
puffing ; as a receptacle for gafconade rather than gas\ 
yet I do think it likely, that, m the courfeof this fum- 
mer, wc (ball find among pur own countrymen fome 
capable of re&ifying the errors that were too apparent 
in the former experiments, of volatilizing the etherlal 
fpirit, which, perhaps, the interefted malice of foreign 
emiffaries had condenfed, and very poflSbly by its 
powerful medium of elevating even a metallic or 
cryftalline orb, enduing them, or either of th< 
with the id^ property oi poetry, (uoJci ^&\i^ Vstia 
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cxifled in thearrow'of Abaris, or the broOnifticks oT 
the Weird Sifters, and conveying us 

u ■ through the air 
To Thebes, to Athens, when they will, and where." 

Now as this ingenious invention will probably be car- 
ried into effcft, and the caftles at which I have hinted, 
even if the rage for improvement^ which, as has been 
obfcrved, I think will foon afcend to the fky, fuffefs 
them to ftand, would iniqucftionably only, like tfaii 
caflles of the feudal Baron or romantic Knight, Idt 
down their drawbridges, when the bugle- horn froili 
their ramparts had announced the arrival of fome 
King, Hero, or Priilcefs, in diftrefs, atid the dwarf had 
communicated th(^fe glad tidings to his Lord; while 
perfons in irifefior ftations, ndy 6vcn Squires of Ibw 
degree, like thofe who dare vrfit the iriani5ons of opa- 
lence upon earth, in that vulgar vehicle d flage cdacb^ 
would te left to ftiift for titeitnelves. 

As this is fuppofed to be the iituation of ihingi 
Above, I would, for the encouragement of the middle 
and lower ranks tjf qfcendajitSyhximhly propofe^ that 
there (hould, as foon as the nature of the undertaking 
will admit, at every coitvenient ftatidn in the clouds, 
be eftabliihed inns for their reception and accommoda- 
tion. We know that there are already fome honfes; 
but I doubt whether, as dwellings, they are very com- 
fortable, or JlriSily legal, becaufe I have underftood 
they are the freeholds of Artemidorus, Merlin, and all 
the learned Philomaths of old, though they have been 
Teafed to Albertjus Magnus, Dr. Fauftiis, Friar Bacott, 
Kelly, Dr. Dee, Wing, Partridge ♦, Poor Robin, &c.

* Perhaps the framers of the Vagrant Aft woulrf, by thefc philofo* 
phen, have been deemed no conjurors, becaufe, though they fcein to 
have confidered thefe houfes as difurderly, they have made it as diffi-

One 
does not think fo much of their dealing in the Hack 
art, becaufe we have heard of fome individuals of the 
ingenious fraternity of coal-^terchanis that are nearly 
SLfiJkilful as themfelves. 

Having coniidered tbefe prenoifes, and, in my tucn5 
furveyed this imnienfe fpace, and all its appurtenances^ 
with that attention which its fublimity demanded, t 
mud certainly coincide in opinion with Swift, that it 
has n6t, at lead till fome late attempts, been made fo 
much of as, in this fpeculating age, might have hcecL 
exped:ed. I alfo moft perfeftly agree with him. that 
let an aflembly at a fair, a race, a boxing-match, an 
execution, or any other amufementy be ever h nu- 
merous ; let them fqueeze till they, perhaps, blunt the 
afperity of their bodies, and (harpen the afperity of their 
minds ; let them puff and blow for refpiration, and 
bawl and wrangle for elbow-room, there is always a 
conliderable vacuum over their heads : to this vacuum 
many afpiring geniufes have, at diflferept periods, 
afcended, by the means of machines of different con-^ 
ftrudions, which have enabled them to rife far above 



the wtfcft and bed of reafons ; namely, that it was probable they would 
be G'.eday more caftly come at. Perhaps t^cir laf^ity enabled them 
to forcfre the advantage to the naton that would be, at a (urure time, 
derived from the balloon fyi^era ; and therefore, although ftolen goods, 
they knew, weic as frequently taken to the planetaiy houfcs as to the 
moon, they thought it would be better to •zri.i^ when they looi<ed oa 
to chcfe rcci-pudes, till the ingenuity of our tieud /urve/mt bfi 
covered an eafier way to them than that which is gititralij m^ 
to elevate ui to the ikka. 
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tlie coiDTnon level of mankind; but although they 
have attained a furpriiing altitude^ and have^ indeed, 
{omQiimcs been. exalted in a very particular xmnntr, 
all thefe fpecimens of ingenuity fall far fhort of that 
ufeful invention air-balloons» upon which I fcarcely 
know how fufficiently to congratulate the land, which 
may nowy as Egypt was of old, be termed the cradle 
of iciencc ; to which cradle I underAand that fome of 
our own countrymen have had the honour to be ap- 
pointed rockers : I fay, I fcarcely know how fuffici- 
ently to congratulate that happy land which is faid to 
flow with nulk and honey, which feems an admirable 
diet for the infantile Arts and Mufes, upon this ufeful 
invention, or our own, upon the importation, duty" 
Jree, of an ivjiitute and engine, which, though it is not 
meant to infinuate that we were tvcr Jhort-^ghted, has 
certainly increafed our optical powers, and enabled us 
to fee farther than we ever faw before ; the latter of 
which, indeed, fccms to bid fair to fuperfede the ne- 
cedity for horles, carriages, veiTcls, and all fuch vulgar 
terreftrial conveniences as have heretofore been ufed 
for the removal of goods and palTengers, and to render 
even our aquatic mprovement^ of comparatively little 
importance. 

The only thing which, to my apprehenfion, feems 
to be wantmg to complete this fyilem, and to make us 
as well acquainted with what palFes in the ZodisCc as at 
Court, Weftminfter Hall, in Parliament, or the Stock 
Exchange, is, if it is not a folecifm, above all to fuffer 
zfieepnjs in the atniolphcrc, to encourage an un- 
limited circulation of all fuch reports as may be en- 
gendered by vapojirsy to have fome nimble operators 
ready to take advantage of every appearance of rz/p/Mftf 
in the clouds^ men of active minds and eiherial bodies, 
who are fo dauntlcfs that they fear not even the rack of 
elements, and fo courageous that they can, without 
difmay, behold, and indeed take advantage of, the 
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operations of the fierce fiery warriors which are often 
feeu upon their niarch^ and fometinies fighting till 
they

men that are withal fo clear-fighted, that they fcora 
to borrow any part of their perceptive faculties from 
noi'thern lights, which they confider only 2LsJpe6iacl€S 
for thofe ueneath them. I would alfo have coffee- 
houfes eftablifted above, fuch as they formerly were 
on earth, wherein thefe grave and important matters 
might be properly difcuffed. But, in preference to all 
the reft, inns for the accommodation of a feft which 
may with great propriety be deemed highflyerSy who, 
as ambition is (aid to know no bounds, which muft 
apply to loiu ambitiony which, let its fituation on earth 
be ever fo commodious, is very apt to want elbow- 
room, and to endeavour, by every laudable means, to 
exalt itfelf, may take their flight into another fphere, 
where at prefent (how long it will continue Heaven 
only knows) there fecms to be an expanfe admirably 
adapted to their talents. 

Hail to that original genius Shakfpeare ! who, un- 
aided by the lantern of antiquity, was the firft Blnglifti 
author that turned his eyes towards the Zenith. From 
his Pharos hedifcovered a great cloud in the (hape of a 
camel ; he then faw this animal purfue his march 
crofs the Defert, and his place occupied by an oufcl : 
a whale then appeared to have taken the fituation of 
this bird. Whether thefe were ideal forms, the mere 
creatures of fancy, whether they really exift, or whe- 
ther, like Butler's elephant in the moon, a deception 
was pradlifed upon the eye of the poet, may be mat- 
ter of future difcuflion among the learned, who have, 
indeed, in former ages, difputed 2\yo\xif mailer matters 
in the works of this author than a camel, a whale, or 
an elephant. I believe they are as furely there as tl 
twelve figns, which by the bye I vjovx\ik.\\aN^ tdJ 
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(iowfif an(l placed againft thofe houjes that are, or, if this 
kiod of fpeculatiou goe3 QU with ihe fvica,*fs which is 
likely to attend fome others of lefs importance, may be, 
erected. 

In fupport of this proportion, Pope^ who may be 
confi^ered as our poetical Newton, does not difcqunte- 
nance the idea of dolphins fportin^ in the ikies; 
wh.ich^ as I take it, was exhibited m the theatre in 
order to give to the minds of the audience an afiro- 
nomical, and confequently a fenfible turn; and who- 
foever will take the pains to look upward, which every 
0410 that has got a place (than which, it is faid, nothing 
caufes a man to ^carry his head more ered) generally 
do^s^ will, efpecially if his mind is turned toward fuch 
difco.vcries, fee ftill more extraordinary obje6b5. He 
will fee what has been obferved at the beginning of this 
fpeculation, caAIes innumerable in the air, palaces, in 
the phrafe of a celebrated auAioneer, ftanding ifolic^ 
furrounded bv lawns, gardens, office, pleafure grounds : 
he will fee itaie and other carriages, ribands of va* 
rious colours, maces, wands, truncheons; robes, 
black, red, purple, blue, &c. powdered with ermine; 
wigs of different bottoms'^ tics, length, and defcription, 
powdered with meal ; all hanging upon P^gs in the 
ctlouds : he will, perhaps, fee fome delightful vacancies 
in the mofi eligible fituations, and only be puzzled 
how to arrive at them. Now if this fliould be the 
cafe, he will agree with me that balloons will greatly 
afliit him in tne art oi foaring. Inns will by that 
lime be licenfed, where, after the fatigues qf the pur- 
fuit, he may repofe till he can find a better place. 

In order to facilitate this qfeful undertaking, I 
fhould, in purfuance of my fchcme, pronofe^ that, till 
a conveyance better adapted to the dignity of the ob- 
jedls can be procured, a number of eminent furveyors 
be appointed, and fent up in the m(irxncr of iGfop's 
cijiJdrcn^ in whofe time the fame idea was afloat, that 

they 
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i.\ cy fhould form plans in which rocks fhould be re- 
nnQved, tunnels conftruded, the courfes of rivert' 
turned^ churches demoliflied, public edifices be dilapi* 
datedy bofpitals deftroyed, and fuch other improve'^ 
wenis fti,ade as the ingenuity of the artlfts, and the ne* 
ceffityofthecafe, may fuggeft. Only I fhould wifli, 
in order to fecure a plentiful immdation, which may 
ultimately be beneficial to the earth, that wherefoever 
the face of the country feems moft repugnant to thc^ 
operation* it (hall he cut into canals^ upon which^ as at 
balloon is nothing without a loat, the pafTengers xxiKf 
fecurely fail. The milky way will ferve admirably for 
this purpofe; and if part of its contents were bottled^ 
and feat down to us as an article of commerce, like 
Seltzer and Spa waters, they might probably have the 
ef&ft of lowering the prices of butter and cheefe j 
uhich, fuch is the operation of fublunary ingenuity^, 
nothing upon earth will be able to effcd:. I do not 
know whether it would be amifs to fend down fome^ 
of the cele/iial horned cattle for the fame laudable 
purpofe. 

It may here perhaps be faid, tliat if we credit 
Homer, Virgil, and a thoufand other poets, ancient 
and modern, fufficient accommodations, not only for 
pallbngcrs, but horfes and carriages, are already to be 
ibund above. The deeds of Apollo, it is well known^ 
befidea their fhort Hages, annually travel through the 
Zodiac, like a London rider through the country*. 
Whether, like thefe, they flop at every proper fign, 
it is impoffible to conjecture ; but it is certain, 
with reipcS: to the diurnal rotation of the cba-^ 
riot of the god, when it arrives at its lad ftaee, the feet 
of the horfes are, by the. care of the celeftial oftler, ^» 
Is the practice with ofilers on terra firma, waihed in 
the Atlantic, which feems to be a pond fufficiently ca« 

{)acious, and therefore properly adapted to the f 
imity of the obje&s. 
iroJL«yiu. I 
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The chariot of Juno, which may be compared to 
the carriage of a modern matron of fafliion, many of 
whom have been complimented for their (imilarity to' 
that goddefs, in more re/pe&s than that of equipage ; 
the car of Mars, who (eems to have travelled like one 
of our artillery- men, loaded with combullibles ; the' 
fbell of Venus^ drawn by doves, by which our citizens 
may obferve that thefe birds are fit for other purpofes 
than enclofing in a pie ; and that, if properly tramed, 
they might, as well as peacocks, be ufed as cattle : 
thefe inflances, with many other of curious beafts, 
birds, fifhesy &c« from the dragons of Medea to the 
butterflies of Pfyche, (hew us, that travelling in the 
air is not a new invention ; and indeed, from the 
£^mazing traffic that was formerly carried on over fea 
^nd land, we might fuppofe that the roads were as 
thoroughly beaten as the highways to Brentford^ Ux-' 
bridge, Barnet, or Romford : but as thofe kinds of ma- 
chines have long fince ceafed to run aloft, though they 
fometimes creep in verfe below, we may reafonably 
fuppofe, that the places where they ufed to put up are 
gone to decay : I (hould therefore propofe, while the 
iiirvcyors are fo much above the worlds that they fhould 
confider whether chains of inns, magnificent and rea* 
Jonable as thofe from London to Holyhead, for in- 
ilancc^ fhould not be eftablifhed for different direc- 
tions ; fo that our aerial travellers, who will unquef- 
tjonably afcend to behold a country, the forms of 
y/hich are continually changingy with the fame avidity 
s numbers have lately, as the faying is, flown acrois 

e Channel, may be fure to be properly treated upon 
their arrival ; which however, it is to be lamented, has 
not always been the cafe in Parifian tours. 

To prevent thefe and other terreftrial emigrations, 

which experience tells us, like all fublunary things, 

end ill difappointment, T muft in conclufion repeat my 

advice, that the balloon fyflem be. immediately carried 

mto cBeA : that inns be ex^Q.ed iiv ihe clouds as foon

as poflible, as there is no queftion but thofe who, from, 
a laudable defi re to improve i\\^\v coTiftitutions^ and fee 
the world at the fame time, go to Paris ; or thofe who, 
tired of the confinement of this, wifh to range at liberty 
in a new hemifphere on the other fide the Atlantic, 
will, inftead of thefe excurfions, take their feats in the 
firft of thofe machines that are regularly eftabliflied, as 
they will foon perceive, provided they can meet with 
^ro^tr places for their reception, that all thefe defirable 
objeAs may be attained with very little trouble or ex- 
penfe ; and while, as Shakfpeare fays, they " fail 
through the air," they may have a bird's-eye view of 
our forefts dwindled to ffoofcberry-bufhes, rivers ap- 
pearing like flceins of red filk, and a hundred other 
wonders, fuch as tCould tax the credulity of the be- 
lievers in Mandeville or Munchaufen ; and if ever the 
time fliould arrive that they alfa become tired of theii* 
elevated profpet9:Sj and wifli to return to their mother 
earth, (hould they then happen to be unprovided with 
that ingenious invention a parachute, they have only to 
take a bold leap, and they will be fure to come down 
much fader than they aicended; which mav not 
always be the cafe with thofe that either crois the 
Channel, or the Weftern Ocean, if they (hould ever be 
troubled with .that patriotic diforder which the Swifs 
emphatically term the homejicknefs.

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NEW MODE OF BLOCKADE. 

[From the Britifh Prefs.] 

T is well known that an offenfivc operation againffi 
ibme part of the enemy's coaft has been for fome 
time iti contemplation. The newfpapcrs, with very 
few exceptions, have ftated, that the Minifter intends 
to block up all the enemy's ports, by finking large 
cargoes at their entrances. The plan, as we lately 
announced, was fuggefted by Mr. Phillips, a Book- 
feller, No. 71, St. Paul's Churchyard. The follow- 
ing are the particulars : — Inftead of employing, at an 
enormous expenfe in wear and tear, feventeen (hips of 
the line at Breft, ten at Toulon, and feven at Ferrol, 
Mr. Phillips propofes that a number of old unfervice- 
able veffela, hulks, lighters, &c. fhould be filled with, 
old editions of old books, pamphlets, newfpapcrs, &c. 
and being floated over with a fair wind, fliould be 
funk at the mouths of the feveral harbours of France 
and Holland. For Breft, Toulon, and the other prin- 
cipal ports, he propofes that the blockading force 
fliould confift of the old quartos and folios^ particu- 
larly fuch as are in the dead languages, all bound in 
calf, and any other work which the trade has obfervM' 
to pofTefs a peculiar alacrity in finking. For Boulogne^ 
Calais, and other ports where the entrance is narrow,, 
fhallow, or difficult, be thinks finglc flieets or vol^sxjftv 
will be fufficient. W-herever xW\^ v^ ^ JKeWiu^^^RNsa 
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all the old Jhopkeepers jSiould be brought into a£kioa 
with a fweeping courfe. Dunkirl^ and Flulhing. be- 
ing notorious for Jtnugglingj a few pirated editions 
of celebrated works, he thinks, ought to be feot againft 
them, it being always considered a feir and gjenerous 
procedure to fight an enemy with .h;s own w^pons. 
To prevent any attempt of th£ enemy ta av^il" them-i 
fclves of the opportunity of a low tide to weigh the 
funken cargoes, each veffel is io be accompanied by a 
barge, coiUaiaing a quatUumfufficit qf Dv. L — r— ce's 
fpeeches, flate paners, bills and anfwers in Chancery, 
and various law pleadings. A budget or two is alto 
recommended in a dimcult cafe. Govtrnment^ we 
are afllired, ha^'e entered upon tbis plan with extra- 
ordinary energy. For the purpofe of earrying it tato 
/execution, upwards of a dozen ktr^e feek^ ruD of State 
Papers, belonging to the late Lord Meadip, «nd which 
were fold by his butler fince his dcatti, at tti€ m^e of 
three-pence a pound, have been recently iraced into 
tfie hands of diflfercnt (lationers, cheefenoongers^ &c. 
and nine of the twelve have be«i reco%'en»d. They 
confift principally of private difpatch^ iirofn the diu 
terent Britifh commanders and agents in A»i€rica^ at 
the commencement of the war, and other documents 
upon different fubjefts, with the whole of the cor- 
refpondence addrefled to Lord Mendip {then Mr. 
Ellis), as Secretary at War. 

Our readers will recoiled the reeent robbery of 
all the old papers of Somerfet Houfe. This^ we n6w 
find, was in confequence of the rife in price of 
the article, or, to fpeak more corrcflly, of the 
bounty for a fupplementary force of wafte paper. Go-

IN Ibe debate above alluded to, a Right Hon. Gentle- 
•* man, whom we (ball defignate as the Kettle^ taunted 
a brother Privy Counfellor, who will probably not be 
niiftaken^as the Po/, with ** inconfiijency iind[ ooafi- 
tion !" As imputations have double force when they 
come from clean hands, it may poffibly amufe your 
readers to be reminded of fome ftrokes of xharafter in 
the KettUy which will demonflrate at once his pecu- 
liar fitnefs for ventingyj/cA a reproach,^ and the jufiice 
of his title to thofc encomiums which his panegyrifls 
fo frequently mingle with their ve/pers. 

Mr, Kettle^s outfet in public lite was in the loftieft 
flight of Tory ifm; and the firft ol>jc<9: of his worihip, 
Mr. Pitt !— difappointed in certain Oriental fpccula- 
tions (an early prefagc of recent realization), a few 
months difplaycd him upon the dircftly oppofite ex- 
ivemc — a blazing Whig — a flafliy Foxite. The only 
(lilTicultv was to decide, for which of tlie two fvftems 
honaQ Kettle \\2Ji mod refolutej that which, tram- 
pling upon the Commons of England, and reducing 
the Imperial Magiftracy of theBritifli Conftitution to 
the likcncfs and the littlenefs of private life, aflerted, 
that the King had as clear a right to appoint or dlfmifs 
a Miniftcr, as any gentleman to hire and turn oflT his 
groom ; or this which, though never denying the legal 
]>rcrogativcs of the Crown, maintained that all the 
funftions of the Englifli Kingfliip arc public trnfts, 
confided for the benefit of the people, not for the ca- 
pricious gratification of the reigning ^Sovereign, always 
to be excrcifed with reference t<y the feelings of Par- 
lumciil and the iuterefts of the Nation {as contra- 
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diftihguifhcd to the whim and fancy of the Prifice), 
and marking, more than by any other a6l of atithoriiy, 
the eternal difference bettveen limited monarchy and 
abfolute defpotifm. Of thefe contrary principles, the 
fame year faw the good Kettle as the zealous difciple,. 
equally ardent on both fides. 

A new and grand epoch furnifhed a fine opporttftiity 
for Kettle's tranfitions ; a fcene where manfy a Keftle 
fiouriftied Arid faded — the French Revolution, Before 
their ftoea were old who trod the BaftiHe to diift ; 
whilll the Reveliitkm wa» as yet onfy reptoached with 
excefs of benevolent philofophy, and aiming at Utopian 
perfeSion ; even then, when as yet Mr. Bdrke had 
fcarcely made one convert— aven ike^y wfe hoftcfft 
Kettle ^profound alafmift ! A Cbuft of LaVv, folettinly 
deciding upon human life, recognifed the moral deco- 
rum and legal difcretion of the nrft public celebration 
of the French Revolution which took place in this 
country, namely* on the r4th of July 1790 5 but 
though the Chief Juftice and Primate of England 
could not but vindicate every fentiment that was ut- 
tfercd on tha€ occafion, yet honcff Kettle was the flrft, 
and almoft (he only man in England, to afcribc to fucli 
a meeting inflammatory views ; — but mark yc, when, 
by and by, the Revokitiorn affumed a new charaftpr, 
when the butcheries of September, the murder of the 
King, the Queen, the Princefs, the flaughtcr of the 
Deputies; when Robefpierre turned Franc^e into a 
chafnci-houfe ; and when thofe friends cff freedom in 
England, " who, only in a general honeft thought, 
and common good or all the world," wiilicd wen to 
the Revolution, hung their heads with forrow and with 
ihame— then it was that the admirable Kettle came 
forth in a new guife, quite worthy of himfelf. Tame 
2knd torpid, and fcnfelefs and lifelefs, was every other 
advocate of the French Revolution, in comparifc 
the infpired Kettle^ He became \ii^ W<iA<asx^ 
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Britiih Jacobinifm; the flar by which it was guided^ 
either to fpare or fall on. The Whigs 1 — tliey were im- 
poftors I Even the fociety of the ** Friends of the 
People" were but cold white mortals after all, whofe 
moderation chilled the energies of the fudden apoitle. 
In a word, the fligmatizer of thofe who rejoiced in 
the French revolution, whilft the French revolution 
was yet unliained by crimes, became bimfelf io .to- 
tally revolutionized, that his patronymic was abfo- 
lutely loft, and he was, fcyr years, Jlattered by being 
called after the bloodicft ruffian that France ever pro- 
duced I 

Well, therefore, and truly did boneft Kettle vaunt, 
on Wednefday fe'nnight, that his antagonifts ** would 
find it no eafy talk to fix inconfiftency upon him.** 

After fome years fpent in a fyftem of hints againft 
Mr. Fox for languor! indifpofition to popular courfes! 
illicit ariftocracy ! in (hort, for not rifking the uproar 
of univerfal peace — behold the honeft Kettle Hand 
forward in the face of the Whig Club, ipontaneouily 
own his repented error, and proclaim, with the phlegm 
of a true profeflbr, *^ unalterable adherence'* to the 
objeft fo fufpefted — (his hearers on that day will never 
forget his words.) — lie is a candidate at a popular 
election; the Foxites fuftain him; they canvafs; 
they fubfcribe; they write for him, in profe and in 
verfe ; they make his caufc their own. Trace him 
onward, he plays a game nioft embarrafling to his 
connexions, and gives a glimpfe of that fpirit which 
his condudt has fince fo notably verified.

Well and wifely did the Kettle, paired with fuch a 
compatriot, thruft in the fnbje£k ofJrifli torture. Aptly 
and appolitcly did he ridicule coalition ; for as the 
Duke of P— — d ftill wears his head, in fpite of 
Marat, the Kettle, capacitated for conference by his 
new honours, can now, with all the refignation of the 
cleft, difcufs the Colchefter eleftion with the Prefident 
of the Council. The incomparable Gemini can 
nieafure confiftency, and iiluftrate each other to per- 
feftion. ** Alter alteri folatium erit/* 

They are miftaken, who think that the Kettle is 
capable of nothing beyond counting- houfe combina- 
tions. No man is a better triniill than the Kettle ; 
he would have convened the largeft city in England, 
Weftminfter, in Palace Yard, to take their cool coun- 
cil upon public affairs, at the very moment that^ on 
a pretence of puniihing crimps, an infuriated multi- 
tude were deftroying the habitations and property of 
innoxious citizens : — per contra, in a (hort time after, 
he voted for depriving the whole people of England 
of the Habeas Corpus Afk, merely becaufe a grand 
jury found a bill of indi6lment againft Mr. Arthur 
O'Connor ; whom, by the way, the Kettle courted 
and cultivated, till the fortunes of the former blighted 
the calculations of all fuch pious patriots as the Kettle. 

Kettle is indeed a man whom all conditions, colours, 
and concerns, become and fit, as naturally as Arif- 
tippus himfelf. In the boundlefs region of political 
opinion there exifts not one principle which he has 

not

Bot adopted ; nor a tribe nor a clafs of public men 
with whom his hofpi table heart has not fraternized. 

From a Lacedemonian theory of incorruptiblenefs, 
to the prudent praAice of Downing Street, and the 
thrift of 'Change Alley — from democracy in the ex- 
treme (o the extreme of ariftocracy — from w^r to 
peace, and from peace to war — moderate only in his 
talents, the honed zeal of his nature has never (lopped 
fhort of the ultimate limit of the moft repugnant 
fyftems. A fiicceffive votary of all poffible oppofites^ 
his candour has been able to amalgamate the moft 
abfolute contraries; and he has been fervid in de- 
votion to, or bound in brotherhood with, all the 
rivals who have divided the public interefts during 
the whole courfe of his career — Pittite, Foxite, Ad- 
dingtonian — Tory, Whig — ^Alarmid, Jacobin — Pa- 
triot, Courtier — High Church, Low Church — the 
Diflenters he lauded as models of good faith, and pre^ 
fently accufed them of *' deliberate treachery." In- 
felicitous even when leaft wrong, his deftiny feems to 
have entrapped him in every dire£tion, and made it 
impoffible that he fliould either condemn any man 
whom he has not applauded, or fupport any fyftem 
which he has not reprobated. Courted by the fordid^ 
more than endured by the ofcillating, his example 
makes fellowfhip a burlelque, and political alliance a 
hot-bed for infidelity. The decoy of power, and al- 
ways on the wing, he tempts the great by the fuccefs? 
of the little ; and the fortune of the ftragglers fi.ir- 
nifties nutriment to the wavering, and infufea afpira- 
tion into dnlnefs itfelf. To qualify Angularity, and 
be identified with his betters, he propagates negotia- 
tions only to equalize charafter and infufe difgrace^ 
Always at work, though his operations are commonly 
invifible; indefatigable and yet inconilant; good-hu- 
moured ; well governed ; wary ; vigilant when moft 
focial, whcE^ moft communlcaUN^ \<A^ax^^\ ^'^ ^- 
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fedual in (ilence as in fpeech ; prevailing more by 
mutenefs than by words ; and deciding upon chara&er 
withotit uttering a fyllable ; fteady to arreft^ and dif- 
ceming to appropriate, the fugitive ftigma : the he- 
fitation to accede, followed clofe by the easemefs to 
enforce— the ambiguous givings out, and the unam- 
biguous promptings that are pent within ; the fym« 
pathy by which no enjoyment is diihirbed ; the friend- 
ihip too impartial to rejeft animadverfion ; the zeal 
for another's honour, which exeiudesino blemiib — 
the dry, deiigning, fixed eye; the nod; tfaeftillnefs; 
the paufe; the flirug; the bemtAichy 

'* The whifper, that, to fijeatnefs flill too near, 
Perhaps yet vibi*aies on the bigheft ear !" 

With abilities eaft, as it were, in the tnoold «f 
his morals; neither infipid nor brilliant; knowing in 
locals, ignorant in generalities; profonndly verfeo in 
Cocker, not quite fo much in Horace; at nearly- equal 
diftance from fterility and richnefe of -mind; a planet 
in a fyftem whofe altitude is fliort irf medioority 
(whence genius is put out, as fern ething' baleful), and 
formed, both by nature and art, to be xhemicieftt ^f 
his Treafury leader. 

Surely, forely, if Inconflftcncy would appear in 
mortal fliape, flic would embody herfelf in the perfon 
of the Kettle. There may, however, be fome who 
think that the Pot (hould, if the Kettle yield not the 
prize to him, at lead divide the crown, et^viiuia dignm 
c.t hic\ but into the queftion of their comparative 
pretenfions I certain W ft>all not enter, becaufe lam 
latisfied, that to analyze the rights of tbe-J^f to the 
glories of paradox, would be contributing to the gra- 
tifications of thofe whom £ conceive to bethe-i»0|/2 
deadly enemies to the tranquillity, the fecurity, and 
the liberty of iheBritifli empire, not denying to them, 
at the fame time, Uiemmlo^ ^qo& \wVt^v.Wvs— merit 



which they only (hare with altnoft every man in Eng- 
land; and becaufe hiy conviAion is abfohite, that the 
aft cannot be good for the public which' is. good for 
the Kettle, for bis patrons and bis clients — the )iir- 
tuous aggregate of whom may be affured^ tbaX the 
cry of cwilUhm {hell not ferve as a flielter for their 
crimes and follies.

She ha* 
feen a great deal of fervice^ but was, for the laft two 
yearS) laid up in ordinary at Dover. 

The Melville. This vellel is built of Scots fir^ and 
was originally in the Eaft India Company's fervice* 
Her timbers being old, and {uppofed to be rotten, it 
was the general opinion that (he would have been 
condemned and broken up accordingly. She has been 
ilationed as a guard-ihip for fome time in the Frith 
-of Forth, and was lately ufed as a receiving (hip to 
carry recruits from Scot;laad to the fleet at Weft- 
minftt;r. Upon this laft trip, however, (he performed 
her voyage with fuch expedition, the Admiralty 
have been induced to take her again into the line. 
Her guns are all brcifs, and her head and bottom are 
well coppered. The Melville was terribly mauled in 
the engagenieut off Ferrol, fince which (he has ftuck 
clofe to port. She di(lingui(hed herfelf principally in 
her voyages in the Red Sea. 

The nawkejbury has been cmploj^ed for fome years 
paft upon foreign nations. 

The Harrowlv is not a veflTel of great force, but (he 
is very manageable ; and belpg as light and a£tive as 
a frigate, is expe£led to make great havoc among the 
enemy's flotilla of gun-boats. 

The Cajllereagh was originally upon the Iri(h 
ftation, and lately in the fervice of the Eaft India 
Company. 

The Payniqfter was formerly a flave-(hip in thfc 
Guinea trade, and was ufed occafionally as the Mi- 
nifterial dung-barge. In the late war (he took feveral 
prizes in Treafuiy Bay. 

T/ie Treafurer carries a great deal too much fail for 
her upper works, which are fer froRi being fubftantial.. 



Her only guns confift iof a few pattereroes in her bow; 
and> being a light fliowy ve£[*ei^>{he has been principally 
attached to the Admiral as a fort of ,pIeaIure«boat.

As the force under Admiral P/// • wa9 greatly in- 
ferior in number and weight of metal, the confequence 
of a general engagement was looked to by every officer 
in the fleet with fearful anxiety. Indeed it was the 
general opinion that the Admiral would give the iignal 
to difperfe, rather thanrilk a battle with fu inferior 
a force. The great hope is, thatj by fome judicious 
manoeuvring, he may be able to delay a general a&ion^ 
until he (hall receive fome reinforcements. We un- 
derftand he is alfo in' expeftation that a mutiny may 
break out in the enemy's fleet, the crews of which, 
from old jealouiies and heart-burnings, he flatters him- 
felf, cannot long a6l with concert , and. cordiality to- 
gether. On the other hand, one of the crew of the 
Hawkejbury^ who lately 'deferted from the combined 
fleet, and landed at Liverpool^ reports that the enemy 
are in the mod complete condition, and that the beft 
difcipline prevails among the crews. He adds, that 
they had cleared their decks for feveral days paft, were 
ready for a£lion, and determined to avail themfelves of 
the tirft opportunity oi hoarding ^ to which fyftem they 
feemed uncommonly partial \ and that th^y had laid 
in an inimenfe ftore of provifiohs, with which they 
were fupplied from Stafford, Carlijle, Norfolk^ Derby ^ 
Suffolk, &c. Even the common failors had refufed 
grog, and drank nothing but wine.

The PouTifden is alfo a crack fliip in the enemy's 
fleet. Although a -firtt-rate, and carrying as heavy 
metal' as- the S'^^wwe, fte can,: with a light breeze, 
diitfaii the lighted and fvviftefl; frigate. She is gene- 
rally the I headinoft (hip in a ftorm, and carries a Ian- 
ternc iii her poop. 

. The 5/. MaweSy with her whole crew, was taken in 
the prefent war by the St, Aiine^ in company with the 
Howie and Bedford. She carries very weighty metal, 
and alfo an unufual quantity of fmall arms ; confifling 
of dirkfe, daggers, and other {harp inftruments, pop- 
guns, 8cc. The S/. Mawes is riot remarkable for pre- 
cifidn- in firing. A rawdow (hot from her, in the late 
war, nearly funk the Premier ^ \vhich was the headmoft 
▼eflel in the fame line.

Mr. Melville's chief piirchafes (all grea^ largainsj 
were a quantity of flower of brirn/loney for couyitry^ 
praSice, and a gallon of /ar-water, for his new fhoA 
near Charirig Crofsj the fkeleton of a ceicbrateci 
poflure^majler, who could throw himfelf into any po- 
fition, the joints as fupple as in life ; a very fine fet of 
cupping'glaffes \ a night-ftool, with the words *' IVha 
wants me P*' beautifully inlaid •, a fquirt; and a new 
edition of the Edinburgh Pharmacopoeia^ 

Of the other articles I can only recoiled a fet of 
duml lellsy purchafed at a high price by a Mr. Ben^- 
//wciof Piccadilly ; as the lot was ftrqngly conteiled be- 
tween him and Mr. Camden, who bought the flceletoq 
pf a man without a head, and fome other trifles, 
A prole and a fet of inftruments for trepanning were 
knocked down toMr. llo/^; and a large quantity of 
lark was bought by Mr. Hawkejlury. There were 
many other articles put up which no one would J)id 
for ; and yet a pot of conjirve ofRofes fetched a good 
price, although, by being expolied too much, for want 
gf a cover, it had loft its virtue,

The Jenkinfon — Capt. Hawkejbury — is of the f«* 
cgnd rate, a leading man of war; bears down upon 
her opponent in a tine ilyle ; fircj> her broadfides clofe, 
and with much efFe<9:, and is retained in the prefcmi 
fervice. 

The Ryder — Capt. Harroivhy — a new (hip juft 
launched) ihe is i'uppofcd, however, to be in very 
feeble condition. She cruifes on the Foreign Station, 
where it is thought Ihe will not remain long, ' 

The Jefferies — Capt. Camden — has never yet figna- 
lized herfelf ; nor are any great expert. itions formed of 
Uer, as (hdis known not to polllfs the ability of making 
ber guns fpcak loud. 

The Giant RefreJlCd — Capt. Eldon — is rather apt 
to fail ftow, and go too widely on her tacks ; but 
is not the worfe for being ufed as a lioyal Hawsa:

The Safe — formerly employed in repeating fignals^ 
and keeping up the order of the line. Sec. 

The Spitfire — Capt. Canning^^SL mifchievous fire- 
fhip — more expert m harafling than in injuring an 
jeneniy ; fires fmartly, but her (hot feldom make any 
deep impreflion. This Commander, but for the 
friendflirp of the Admiral Premier, is otherwife very 
infignificant^ and generally condemned as unfit for 
frrvice. 

The bomb and broad-bottomed fquad, confiding of 
the Marquis of Buckingham, Earl TBrnphf Dr. Lau^ 
ren€e, &c. &c. which lent fo much affiilance in the 
late engagement, are thought to be of no ufe at pre- 
fent, and remain at home unemployed^ 8cc.

TTIIE fcftivity of the day was announced by the 
finng of the cannon oppofite the church of St. 
Roch, and aftcnvartls proclaimed by Heralds, drefTed 
in five-coloured jackets, in honour of the five conftitu- 
tions which France has fworn to prcferve within .thefe 
laft twelve years. That the good Parifians might dif- 
tinflly fee the ceremony, the Prefc6t of the Police bad 
ordered a general illumination for twenty-four hours^ 
from the fun- rife of one day to the fun-rife of the next. 
Inftead of Aix-la Chapelle or of Rhcim v to avoid giv- 
ing offence cither to the fliades q( Charlemagne, or to 
ihofe of the Bourbons, the Confervative Senate had 
decreed that the coronation (hould be performed at 
Bketrey the ancient family rcfidence of the Bonaparte 
family. 

The proceffion fet oul from the Thuilleries in the 
followins: order : Eight running footmen, a French- 
man, al^utchman, a Swifs, an Italian,* a Spaniard, 
-a Portugucfc, a Fruifian, and a Bavarian, each leading 
an afs richly caparifoncd ; fix Lords in waiting, an 
Aufirian, a KufTian, a Swede, a Dane, a Saxon, and 
an American, all packed np in ihc fame ftate carriage, 
on which, infiL-nd of a coat o: arms, were painted the 
Tetnple in pcrfp(6live; ti '•. bannerets. General La 
Fayette, drcll'ed li la PajLtalo-)^}^ carrying an urn, with 
the aflics of the Rights of M.in, General Charles La-, 
meth, drefft'd a -la llarleqj ly carrying the Tree of 
Liberty reduced to a wali-ii»g-(li.ck ; the Senatof 
Fouchc dreflcd a la Sans Calotte^ with a wooden, 
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ba(in, Gontaiuing the afhcs of the Bible burned by 
him in 1793, at Lyons, in a republican auto da fe; 
the Tribune C^mot, drefled a la Carmasnoly with a 
cloak a la Tctrtuffe^ decorated with a Jacobin cap, co- 
vered with black crape, with the infcription Re/urgam} 
and Citizen Barrere, drefled in a Coriican livery, car- 
rying a guillotine frefli painted with the blood of the 
Duke of Enghien. 

Seven banner-carriers, each having in his hand » 
bamboo pole, with a paper flaj? nailed to it, on which 
were painted the dates of the reipe6live republican con- 
fiitutions, with thefe words. Fidelity to the Confiitu^ 
iioUf or Death ; the Senator Abbe Sieves carried the 
Conditution of 1791 5 the Senator Biftiop Gregoire,^ 
that of 1793; ^^ Senator Boifly d'Anglas, that of 
1795 ; ihe Senator Francois de Neufchateau, the 
Conftitutional variations of 1797; the Senator Vol- 
ney, the Conftitution of 1799; the Senator Roedefer^ 
the Conftitutional variations of 1802 ; and the Senatof 
Jofeph Bonaparte^ the Imperial fiepublican Con(iitu<- 
lion of 1804. 

The Mameluke Roftan carried the Swords of 
State and of Juftice, before the Grand Judge, Reg- 
nier, who was attended by a numerous fuite of one 
hundred Special Military CommiflSoners; fifty thou- 
sand Jailors ; twenty-five thoufand Executioners ; and 
fifteen hundred thoufand Spies; headed by Citizen 
Mchee, Spy-in-Chief of the French Republic. 

Ten millions of Members of the Legion of Honour, 
carrying with them nine millions nme hundred and 
ninetv-nine reprieves from the gallows, from the gal- 
lies, fVo^n the hulks, from the pillories, and from the 
houfes of corrc6lion. They all wore the new Imperial 
Order of St. Guillotine, fufpended in a tri-coloured 
riband. The collars of this order were chains highly 
finiihed, interwoven with guillotines, daggers^ arvd 
bayonets; the rol^es of tfi^ otdtt \^^, couleux ^u. 
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Jang^ lined with the (kins of tigers, foxes, anlt 
xnonkies* 

General Abdallah Meuou, in full regimentals, car- 
ried the Alcoran, efcorled by a corps of Mamelukes and 
Arabs ; and the Bifliop of Aiitun, Talleyrand, in bis 
epifcopal drtfs, carried the Bible, efcorted by the Italian 
Confiilar Guard, 

His Imperial Majefty, Naggleon the FIrft, then fol- 
lowed ; having in one hand ademr-globe, in the form 
pf a bowl, and in the other a fecptre, with two (harp 
points, one ofwhich was poifoned. The bowl, as weH 
as the fceptre, was of the JaiSk manufa£tor}% His Ma- 
jicfty's carriage was drawn by 1 16 horfes, reprefentiiig 
the 1 1 6^ departments of his dominions; and mounted by 
deputations of the Senate, of the Tribunate, and of the 
Legiflaiive Body, drefled like Mountebanks* General 
Berthier a£led as coachman; the two Confuls as 
lacqueys ; and Cardinal Caprara, with the four French 
Revolutionary Cardinals, as poftiltions. 

Immediately after the Emperor's coach, followed in 
a balloon, Her Imperial Majefty the Emprefs, Jofe- 
phine La Pagerie, Beauhamois, Barras, Bonaparte, See. 
She was accompanied by a battalion of tnaids of 
lionour on horfeback. 

Arrived at Bicetre *, Their Majefties were met by 
a deputation of Mufties, Chieks, and of the other revo- 
lutionary clergy, repeating Domiiie, falvum fac Inipe^ 
ratorem domi hujus ; to which all the aSiive citizens 
of Bicetre anfwered, Amen! 

After the Muftulmen had fini(hed their readings of 
the Alcoran, Abbe Sieves afcended the pulpit, and 
delivered a pathetic fermon, informing the audience of 
the great honour and eminent fervices which the new 

* The Bicetre is a prifon two miles from Paris, where all ))erfons in- 
cuiably mad, or incorrigibly wicked^ are (hut up. It was formerly a 
c^jXlcg and has yet a hxgc chs^l. 
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mperor had done the French nation^ during the 
laflacres at Toulon in 1793, *" thofe at Paris in 
79S> in thofe in Italy during 1797, and- in thofe 
t Jaffa in 1799. 

In the abfence of the Pope, the Bifhop Talleyrand 
erformed the coronation ceremony. To pveferve the 
lepublican fimpHcity, the Imperial Crown bad been 
nade at Luxemburgh, of gilt paper^ and received the 
^leilines of Biihop Gregoire * and Abbe Sieyes, 

Madame Talleyrand performed the coronation cere- 
nony on Madame Bonaparte. Her crown was fimilar 
o that of her Imperial Confort» with the exception 
;hat Madame Tallien and Madame Recamier bad read 
prayers over it. 

To gratify the curiofity of the people, the proceffioit 
returned on foot. But tne coofpiracies of the Chouans 
ire not yet at an end; their accomplices in the 
clouds poured down a hail-ftorm, which waihed 
away the Imperial Crowns and the Conflitutional 
Codes, and wetted, befides, Their Imperial Majefties to 
the (kin. 

£xcept this accident, every thing pafled on with the 
greateft regularity.

THE BIRTH, PARENTAGE AND EDUCATION,

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An experlnefs in ^' defacing'* or denying ** tht 
moniunents of conquered France," is not the only 
talent which the charafter now advertifed for muft 
poffefs. It is requifite that he (hould — like the doers 
of the Morning Chronicle — keep up Sijhow of great 
political Jhrewdnejs SLtid Jagacity — that hefhould never 
attempt to reafon, for fear of expofing his ignorance; 
but always diftort — then langh at what he is unable to 
anfwer — and that, even when the refources of delufion 
and ridicule fail, he fhould endeavour to confound 
public opinion by the moft daring falfehoods. The 
latter is very neceffary ! 

As the Confederacy have lately failed in all thei? 
attempts^ fo their new (iQifiant wifhed for muft, in 
his report of the Debates, fupprefs their blunders; 
and, whatever the divifions may be, muft make lefs 
appear more^ and more appear lefs. It will not do to 
aicribe majorities to the improper interference of Irifli 
Members in queftions relating to England ; as this 
filly affertion has already provoked a fevere reply from 
one of their own party, and is fo repugnant to the 
principles of an Union, and to the exprefs letter as well 
as the fpirit of a general reprefentation. 

In condemning every plan which may be adopted 
for the increafe of our difpofable forces, and for 

(riving a proper direftion to the energies of our Vo- 
unteers, he muft not forget the jarring parties of which 
the prefent heterogeneous Oppnjition confifts, or he will 
fall into the dangerous error of crofs- firing; and though 
he may take aim at the Minifter, will probably hit the 
regular Colonel and Mr. Windham, on one fide, or 
Mr. Sheridan and Mr. Fox on the other. 

Great artifice muft be ufed to damp the fpirit of the 
people, and to deftroy all their hopes, by maintaining 
that a war of defence is pregnant with ruin, and that 
offenfive operations are fiill more frantic : that^^v^\«^ 
*« not able to fight Fyaiice ^Lt^^Ai^soft^^^S ^\A<x:v^x 
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Che wifdom and vigour of ouf councHs are no left 
unlikely to infpire foreign powers with confidence.'^ 

An air of pleafantry may alfo be given to fbme 
remarks on Mr. Pitt's htxng Jingle-hmided^ as well 
as the country^ and on the impoflibility of his hold- 
ing the retnsj and driving the Jiate-coach, without 
paving Mr. Fox for his poftillion^ and Mr. Windham 
for the guard ! 

The blunders of former writers in the pay of the 
Confederacy will be a warning to any new candidate 
for the fituatiou not to follow their example. He will 
avoid any particular difcuflions about foreign cabinets^ 
as it is fo eafy to (hew, in fpite of all contradiction, 
that the indecifion and imbecility of the late Minifter 
have been the caufe of their coolnefs ; but that their 
reliance on the charaflier and talents of Mr. Pitt will 
prompt them to join in an honourable, politic, and 
fpirited union, for the deliverance of Europe. 

It would alfo betray much weaknefs to argue, ,that 
as the great powers of the continent were (o unfuc* 
cefsful in the late war, they would not be again* 
difpofed to pay any deference to Mr. Pitt's councils.- 
Their failure in what ought to have been the grand 
objeA of their aim, was owing to theii own want of 
cordial co-operation ; and the dignified remonftrance 
of the Emperor of Ruilia holds . out to them now a 
favourable opportunity which may never again pre- 
fent itfelf.

THE FOUR POLITICAL WINDS. 

[From the Britifti Prefs.] 

TXTHY the helm of Government is become a com- 
. ; '^ mon phr^fe; why the country flionld be iden- 
tified, as it is, in daily debate and converfation, witjb 
a (hip at fea under the influence of the ivinds^ the fol- 
lowing charafters clearly evince. 

I. THE ANGLO-BOREAS^ OR POLITICAL PITT "WIND. 

This wind is greatly dreaded by political valetudi- 
narians, is death to thofe who have the lead Jaco- 
binical taint, and very apt to bring on yellow feveVf 
Jcarlet fever, complaint in the cheji^ &c. It lately 
gave nearly two hundred Members of the Houfe of 
Commons the yellow jaundice^ and threw the Oppo- 
fition into a corifumption. Indeed, even the £jigli(h 
Conftitution, fuppofed to be the flrongeft, foundeft, 
and healthieft in the world, has proved unable to re- 
fift its attacks. It has alfo a very injurious eSeft 
upon the moral as well as the physical qualities of 
man, deftroying his fpirit and independence, and in- 
fpiring an infatiable defire for places and penfions. It 
blows, in general, fierce and boifterous. In the late 
war it not only fwept away the whole Corre(\jovvdvcvs|^ 
Society^ but xhreatencd every mom^xiV. V^ qn^xvn^tsv ^^^ 
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government of France. Upon a recent occafiori h 
did much damage in the Coalitidn Garden at Weft- 
minfter, where it blafted all the fvveet opening blof- 
foms of hope, and nipped in the hud the golden pro- 
mife of place and power. What is very remarkable^ 
it knocked down a fine ornamental Temple^ while a 
bed of Rofes, within a few yards of it, never appeared 
freflier, or in richer or more luxuriant bl6om. The 
•Pitt Wind !«, at prefent, the prevailing wind in the 
latitude of Downing Street and the Parliament Houfe* 
Its origin is thus defcribed by the Roman poet 2 

" Ecce autem Boreas angufta fede Pelori 
Mifllis adcft.*' 

'^ Pelori" is here, according to the commentators, 
a miftaike for " Doveri." *' Angujia sede'^^ there- 
fore, clearly means the Straits of Dover, from which 
the Pitt Wind is known to come. 

II. THE FOX EURUS, OR POLITICAL EAST WIND. 

This wind blows from the rifing fun, cheering and 
invigorating all nature. Its effeft upon the Conftitu- 
tion is the reverfe of the Anglo-Boreas, or Pitt Wind. 
The ftale phyficians, however, think that, from an 
excefs of mildnefs, the body politic would be in dan- 
ger of falling into a relaxed habit under its influence. 
Horace calls this wind the " Niger Etirus, the Black 
Eaft Wind." Some tranflators have interpreted this 
epithet, as black with clouds and ftorm ; but this is 
manifeftly an error, as the Fox Eurus is of a very 
calm and pacific charafler. The epithet niger, 
'* llackj'^ applies to the face of this wine), or, to ufe a 
feaman's phrafe, to the wind's eye, 

III. THE GRENVILLE AUSTER, OR POLITICAL 

SOUTH WIND, 

I$- accompanied with continual drizzling fhowers, 

!fc' only teafe the uavd\€T, mx\\ov5.\ ^"^v^x^ him a 
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complete foufing, and juft produce a damp upon the 

f;round, without penetrating the foil, or adding to itf 
uxuriance. It blows fometimes in (hrill and whiftling 
tones *, and juft about that degree of ftrength which 
fchoolboys wifh, when they purpofe to fly their kites, 
or waftierwomen, when they would hang out their wet 
linen. This wind is alfo ftyled the Plumleus Atiftery 
or, ^* Leaden South Windy' as it is occafionally dull, 
heavy, and oppreflive to the fenfes t« 

It is alfo called by the poets the " Frigidus Auftery*' 
or the *^ Cold South tVind/' as we find in the following 
line : 

" Frigidus ut quondam fylvis immurmurat Aufter," 

alluding to Mr. E — t, or Earl T — pie, when, in the 
courfe of debate, they are loft in a wood* 

IV. THE ADDINGTON ZEPHYRUS, OR POLITICAL 

WEST WIND. 

A more gentle wind does not blow from any point 
of the compafs. It is a genial, prolific air, luch as 
every good yami/y man admires. Plautus, alluding to 
this wmd, defcribes it as Jerenus, mitis, &c. ferenep 
mildy &c. ; and fays, " hie factt tranquillitatem ;*^ 
" This is the wind that makes peace %*' The Ad* 
dington Zephyrus, however, has proved itfelf a light 
whiffling wind, likely to bring on a deceitful calm, 
while the Anglo-Boreas, although it menaces us with 
deftru&ion, fills the fwelling fail, ploughs up old 
ocean, and threatens deftrudlion to the iliores of 
France with Britifti thunder wafted upon its wings. 

Such are the nature, quality, and effe6t of thele four 
cardinal winds, when they blow feparately ; but when 
two or more of them blow at the fame time, then thev

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produce a political tornado^ or whirlwind^ as in tb« 
cafe of the prefent Coalition againd the Minifter* It 
is to this amalgamation of the parties in the windy 
war, or war of words, that Virgil alludes, when he fays^ 

*' Una Eurufq. Notufq. ruunt, creberq. procellis 
Africus." 

NottLS is fynonymous with Ayftevy or the Grcnville 
South Wind ; and hy jifricus is here clearly underilood' 
the IVillerfoTQian windj a fort of whiffling blaft, in 
which the Africans take great delight, and is hailed 
by them as the forerunner of that happy period when 
they (hall ceafe to be flave8> and avarice, cruelty^ 
and oppreffion, (hall be obliged to releafe one half 
of human nature from their mercilefs and ferocious 
gripe. 

There are, befides thefe, feveral inferior winds, 
fuch as the " Trade Winds,'' in which Borough-mon- 
gers, Placemen, and Penfioners, take great delight^, 
and make many fuccefsful voyages; the Strocco,. 
which brings on melting heat, and prevails in the 
Houfe of Commons on every debate night from the ift 
of June to the lad of Aueuft : and there is alfo the iK 
wind, ** that blows nobody good." 

Were all thefe winds to break loofe, and blow at th« 
fame moment, univerfal ruin and confufion muft en« 
fue. It has been, therefore,, found neceiTary to affign 
them a keeper, to watch their rifing, fuperintend their 
motions, and prevent more than one from blowing at 
a time: we fay '* blowing," as all are agreed that 
^* words are hut wind,'' Virgil, alluding to this re-- 
gulation, in his fir ft ^neid fays, 

" Hie vafto Rex -^olus antro 

Liiftantes veiitos tempeftatefq. fonoras 
ImjHjrio premit ac vinclo et carcere fraenat.. 
liii indigiiantes magno cum tnurnmre mentis 
Circum clauilra fremunt. Ceifa fedet Mo\ns arce 
Bp^ptm tcnens;. moUii(\«.ani{nos et temperat iras."

CORONER'S INQIJEST. 

[From the Morning Poft.] 

/^N Saturday laft the Jury fat on the body of Mr. 
^^ Tibbs, late Overfeer of the Poor of the Parifh of 
Parlington, near Walmer Caftle, Kent. 

The firft witnefii QAftmiaed was Mr. Ezekiel Wigiby, 
ft refpeAable Officer of the Excife, who depofed, that 
ever fince the firft reading of Mr. Pitt's Defence Bill, 
the deceafed had nianifelTed an unaccountable degree 
of melancholy and depreffion of fpirits; that, two 
days before he hung himfelf, he heard the deceafed 
fay, th&t if Mr. Pitt's Bill paffed, there would not be 
ten Churchwardens in the kingdom who would not 
endeavour to make away with themfelves ; and that he 
for one would prefer leaving this world with the un- 
fpotted fame of an Overfeer of the Poor, rather thaa 
Jbe ftigmatized after death with the name of Crimp or 
JSecruiting Officer. 

Mrs. Tibbs, the inconfolable widow of Mr. Tibbg, 
was next fworn, and depofed, that Mr. Tibbs, ever 
fince the Defence Bill was talked of, frequently ftarted 
in his fleep, uttering expreffions of the moft unintel- 
ligible fort, fiich as " Quota! Quota ! Quota /" That 
the deceafed often fpoke in terms of great difrefpe6l of 
ft perfon of the umxt /of PWlj. \<\yi> \i^ ^^> ^^\^V 
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give him more trouble in running up and down the 
country, than his health and ftrengthi were equal to. 
That the deponent fuppofcd the perfon fo alluded to 
muft be fome one whom Mr. Tibbs, as a Parifh Officer, • 
had a warrant againft, as the father of fome illegi- 
timate child ; but (he has fince heard, and believed, 
that the deceafed fpoke of and concerning a gentleman 

of W cr Caftle, Kent, whofe chara&er has ever 

been irreproachable as to any Jiich charge. 

Mr. Oliver Orifice, Surgeon and Apothecary, de- 
pofed, that he was called in to view the body of 
Mr. Tibbs, and had applied, though unfucccfsfully, 
the various experiments advifed by the Humane 
Society, fuch as thumping, fcratching, and blowing 
into tne deceafed. The relations of Mr. Tibbs, un- 
willing to impute his death to fuicide, attributed it 
chiefly to indigeftion at a Veftry feaft held the day 
before. Accordingly, at their requeft, the deponent 
opetied the ftomach of the deceafed, and found only the 
ordinary remains of a parifh dinner, and a few pellets 
of printed paper^ which, though certainly of an indi« 
^edible nature, could not have been the caufe of hii 
death* On unfolding the pellets of printed paper^ 
there appeared the words, " Be it farther enadtd,"— 
•* Permanent Defence Bill," — " Overfeers and Church* 
wardens," — " Fines and Penalties." 

The worthy Reftor of the Parifti of Parlington 
depofed to the moral and religious condu£i of Mr. 
Tibbs. He was confident, that, as a man and a 
Chriflian, he would never have committed an a£l of 
fuicide, but that he had merely hung himfelf in his 
public character as an Overfecr. The Re6tor owned 
that he had a vole for the Univerfity of Cambridge, 
but ftill muft fay, that he thought Mr. Tibbs's cata- 
ftrophe was afcribabie to Mr. Pitt's new Defence Bill, 
Hcfuore fojtis it had already driven great numbers 
HIOCQt U> a^S of d&ti^\i iw the wefiem and 
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midland parts of England, whd were found in canals 
and horfe-ponds daily and hourly, having deftroyed 
themfelveaf as the Chincfe do, from mere motives of 
alarm and apprehenfion. 

Mr. Coroner informed the Parfon that he could not 
receive this as evidence. 

Sergeant Flanagan was laflly called in, and depofed, 
that he had known the late Mr. Tibbs ever (ince he 
had been with his recruiting party in Kent ; that on 
Wednefday laft Mr. Tib^bs inquired of him the 
deponent, what a parifh officer could do to raife men 
for an army? — ^That the deponent told him, he muft 
refufe parifli relief to all who rcfufed to enlift ; that 
Mr.Tibbs replied, that he had a foul to be faved, and fa 
had feveral of the neighbouring Julliccs, and that he 
would. take no fuch flep; — that the deponent then 
informed thedeceafed, that he mud buy a drum, and 
three hundred yards of riband for cockades. Mr. 
Tibbs faid, if he .bought a drum, he did not know 
how to beat it, and looked very melancholy ; that he 
faw him foon afi,er go into a collar-maker's fliop, hard 
by, who fells halters, patent blacking, and other 
quack medicines. 

Here the evidence clofed, which Mr. Coroner 
fummcd up with his ufual clearnefs and impartiality.. 
The Jury retired a very fhort time, and brought in a 
verdidt of — *^ Wilful murder of Mr. Tibbs, Overfeer, 
by Mr. Pitt's new Defence Bill."

THE FEAST OF THE STATUE ♦. 

[From the Morning Chronicle.] 

T^HE popularity of Mr. Pitt's Defence Bill, as an 
•■" ingenious, novel, and pra£lical meafure, and his 
unparalleled majorities in the Houfe on the late re- 
peated divifions, very naturally induced a numerous 
and refpe£lable body of his friends and admirers to 
dine together yefterday, in order to expedite the long- 
intended projeft of erefting his Statue. 

The bufinefs of the day was opened in a neat and 
claffical fpeech, by the Right Honourjable George 
JRofe; who obferved, that the prefent feemed a moft 
aufpicious moment for fuch a teftimony of national gra- 
titude, as it would mark the fmgular advantage the 
public had juft derived from the very^r/? and maideii 
cflay of his Right Hon. Friend's^cowd Adminiftration* 
Yet he could not help lamenting, that the fubfcriptiun 
had rather languidicd of late, though he had no doubt, 
il would now be vigoroufly revived from the heart-felt 
affeftious, zeal, and aftivity of the feveral Church- 
wardens and Overfeers of the Poor throughout the 
kingdom, who, vmder the beneficial operation of the 
new Bill, would readily remit to the fund whatever

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they could fcrape together in their rcfpeftive pariflbes^ 
as it would eventually tend to conciliate the new Board 
bf Treafury, and, confequently, mitigate the fines they 
«thcrwife were expofed to for their ignorance as Re- 
cruiting Officers, and their incapacity as Crimps. 

The new Secretary at War obferved, in his powerful 
and impreffive manner, that he was fure, were the 
Statue immediately put up, he could anfwer for the 
Volunteers, who felt fuch obligation to Mr. Pitt for 
his Bill, that they would go on permanent duty m 
rotation, night and day, during any number of weeks 
his Adminiflration might lad, to prote6t itagainflany 
attempts on the part of a deluded populace, who might 
be difpofed to a^s of infult and mutilation. 

Several Holders of Omnium were of opinion, that 
the money {hould be returned to the Subfcribers, and 
the lefs faid about the whole job, the better. 

This was ftrongly objefted to by Mr. Bofanquet and 
the Bank Dire£tors, who faid refunding was as danger- 
ous a fyftem as payment infpecie; and they fuggefted, 
tnat if ihe money fubfcribed were not now to be applied 
to its original patriotic purpofe, of a Statue to Mr. 
Pitt, it had better be paid into the hands of John 
Julius Angerftein, Efq. for another very laudable objeft, 
that of bettering the condition of infant chimney- 
fweepers. 

This occafioned confiderable murmurs ; but the Bank 
Direftors affured the company, that they meant no 
allufion to the Minifter, as ever having done any dirty 
work in the fervice of the public. 

The Statuary was then called in, and it was in- 
quired of him, in what degree of forwardnefs the 
Statue really was, and within'what period it would be 
ready for ereftion ? The Statuary candidly confeffed, 
that he had completed nothing but the pedeftal, and 
three of the four figures that were to fvi^^otX.'xV^xv'axcv'^- 
ly^ Lord Hawkefbury, as Proteus \ 'Lat^'^^^'^^'* ^"^ 
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Neptune ; and Lord Caftlereagh^ as Apollo Jaculaton: 
He owned that Lord Hawkefbury's head was not 
^uite ready ; that Apollo, Lord Caftlereagh^ had loft the 
two firings of his bow * ; and that Lord Melville's 
trident had been malicioufly broken ofF by three Scoti 
Members^ who fwore it was meant for a fcrubbing 
poft. 

Suppofing too, that, from recent events, the Status 
itfelf would never be wanted at all, he laftly admitted^ 
.^hat he had fold the block of marble to the late Mi« 
niftry, who had expended it in the Stone Expedition, 

The company exprefled great diffatisfaftion at the 
whole report of the Statuary, and inquired if Portland 
ftone could not be fubftituted to fupply the exigency of 
the ariift, as they had a large lump of it on their hands, 
which they underftood could at any time be fawed out 
to anfwer any body's purpofe. 

Sir Robert Buxton thought the Statue need not ne- 

ceflarilv be of flone: wood had come into his head as a 

very fit material. The worthy Baronet concludtjd his 

very conftitutional fpeech with tiie following elegant 

. quotation : — 

" Experto crede Roberto.** 

The Crown Lawyers differed, and ftated, that though 
the propofal came from a moft independent country 
gentleman, yet it would be error mfidjlancey and alfo 
contrary to ihtfmm of the Statue in this cafe tcfbe 
made and provided. 

By this time there was a great cry for the queflion. 
An Amendment was, however, moved and carried, that 
the Statue fhould not be put up till Mr. Pitt had dou- 
bled the Income Tax, and repealed the Habeas Corpus 
Aft ; and that then tlie Lord Advocate of Scotland 
f!)0uld be requcfted to pen an infeription for it, '' with 
iill \\\(^zcaloi an ardent mind,*' 
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The company then retired to a fumptuous dinner^ 
given at Grocers* Hall. Mr. Pitt attended, and took 
the chair. In compliment to that great man, a 
tranfparency was placed in the middle of the table, 
with this neat and appropriate diftich, compofed by^ 
the Grocers* Company : — 

" Votes two hundred cwenty-threc ! 
A ^g for the minority ! " 

TTie evening concluded with great conviviality. Mr. 
Pitt thanked the company for their perfevering attach- 
ment, and then defired Mr. Dignum to fine; to him 
that juftly popular and pleafing fcng ;

TLTAVING been favoured with a detailed accountj 
^^ from the Secretaries of the Treafury, of the pro- 
ceedings of the meeting which lately took place of the 
Subfcnbers to the Statue of our newly- reftored Pre- 
mier, we think we cannot do better than now to lay 
before the public the Refolutions which were agreed 
to by that truly difinterefted and patriotic aflembly^ 
which the prefs of bufinefs prevented our doing in tho 
account we have already given.

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BESOLUTIONS OP THE SUBSCRIBERS TO TBB $TATUXS 
OP THE RIGHT HON. WILLIAM PITT. 

I. That the Refolutiun wliich bad been adoptl^d at 
a meeting of the Subfcribers during the time that Mr. 
Pitt was out of office, namely, " That the Statue fhould 
not be erefted during the lifetime of Mr. Pitt," be 
refcinded j and that, on the contrary, now that he is 
again in office, no time fhould be loft in completing 
this laudable undertaking. 

II. That a Committee be appointed to condud: all 
the bufinefs relative to its completion ; and that, to fe- 
i^urc an affiduous attention to its completion, the Com- 
mittee be compofed of all perfons being Subfcribers 
who hold offices under the prefent Grovernment. 

III. That the Committee do wait on the Lords of 
the Treafurj^, to exprefs to them the grateful thanks 
of this meeting, for their patriotic gift of 2ooo/» of the 
public money. 

IV. That the faid Committee do advertife for the 
bcft delign for the Statue of the Right Honourable 
William Pitt, accoiding' to the following plan : that 
he be reprefented as holding in his right hand the 
Letter to the Iriffa Catholics ; and that the promife he 
made in that Letter, never to take office without 
their complete emancipation, be in charaders dif- 
tin6My legible ; and that there be alfo reprefented, in 
hhffo relievo, on the four fides of thepedeftal, the four 
principal events of his minitieriar life. Tbefirft fide 
will reprefent him delivering his maiden fpeech in the 
Houfe of Commons, in which he modeftly declared, 
he never would take any fuhordinate office. The fe- 
Cond fide will reprefent him as prefiding at the 
Thatcbcd Houfe Tavern, with Home Tooke, Hardy, 
and Thelwall, recommending the purfuit of Parlia* 
mentary Reform with the grcatell vigour. The third

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the Exchequer, ordering the Attorney General to pro- 
fecute thofe very perfons for high treafon, for purfu- 
ing that Parliamentary Reform which he had himfeif 
declared, hoth as a miniiler and as a man, he would 
never abandon. The fourth fide will reprefent him mak- 
ing that truly conftitutional, and never to be forgotten 
declaration in the Houfe of Comaions on the i8th of 
June 1804, ^^ that he would continue Minifier, what- 
ever were the opinions of the Houfc of Commons.*' 

V. That the Committee, as foon as they ihali hare 
approved of the above defigns, (hall exhibit them to 
public view at the Exhibition Rooms, at Mr. Hum-i 
phrey's, No. 27, St» James's Street; and at Mr. 
Deighton's, at Charing Crofs. 

The three firft Retolutions were moved by Mr. 
Sturges Bourne, who prefaced them by fomc very 
n^at obfervations on the advantages which bis great 
patron would derive from the Statue being now ereded ; 
as, ip the prefent flate of his Government, it was high^ 
defirable that the public eye (hould be exclufivefy di- 
refted to him : of this indeed the Government were fo 
fully convinced, that the very firft a6l of the new 
Board of Treafury had been a minute, authorizing a 
Treafury Warrant for 2000/* for this laudable purpofe^ 
exhibiting thereby a ilriking contrail to the criminal 
economy of the late Adminiftration, which had been 
pu(bed to fuch an extreme, as nearly to create a moft 
lerious infurre&ion of that numerous clafs of his pa- 
tron's friends, the jobbers; and affording alfo juft 
grounds to hope, that tlie jprefent AdminiAration would 
not be guilty of fo enormous a crime at hufbanding 
the public refources. But it was not neceflary for him 
to fay much on this head, as he faw many perfons in 
the prefent company who had already received more 
convincing proofs of the meritorious negledt of eco- 
liomy in the prefent Adminiftration than could be 
,{)ro\'ed by any aiTertion of his ; and isik.^^^ V:3kX ^xv^^ 
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befawno poffible way in which the public money 
could be difpofcd of fo advantageoufly as ill procuring 
for his Right Honourable Friend that fupport, of 
which, now that he was among friends, he muft admit 
be flood in the greateft need 5 for it was true his po- 

I)ularity was quite gone, that he was no longer fol- 
owed by that enthuiiaftic admiration which had ac- 
companied him in the better days of his minifterial life; 
befides, he no longer fhared the cares of government 
with that able and refpe6table body of perfons who 
had formerly, along with him, condufted the Chariot 
of the State. They —

He had alfo deprived himfclf of the aid to be de- 
rived from the abule of his political rival (a man whofe 
integrity could only be equalled by his fagacity), by 
having himfelf recommended him to the King, as the 
perfon eminently the moft fit to refcue the ftate firom 
•the perilous crifis in which it was. Some perfons 
might, perhaps, think this recommendation made by 
hie Right Honourable Friend was a political flip; but 
•if fairly confidcred, it would appear quite otherwife ; 
■for in no other way could his friend have been in a 
(ituation in which there could be any chance of his 
'being reftored to power. Indeed, if ever this buiinefs 
could fairly be brought before the public, he was fure 
his friend would appear to have afted in the way thofe 
who heft kn^w his charafterf always thought he would, 
and that ho had onlv ufed the cry for an increafed 
defence, and the wifh for a union of parties, as the 
means by which he could vault into the feat of 
Government;

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For thefe reafons he hoped the meeting would adopt 
the refolutions he had propofed ; which was accordingly 
vinaninioufly done with every mark of approbation. 

Lord Caftlereagh then moved the fourth and fifth 
Refolutions, which he faid he was .induced to do by 
the perfuafion, that, great as were the advantages the 
public would derive from the completion of the Statue, 
thofe advantages would be ftill further increafcd by 
the Refolutions he was now fubmiiting to their confi- 
deration, which, if adopted, would diiily place befqre 
the public eye thofe events which had fo jultly entitled 
his Kight Honourable Friend to the higii fiiuation h« 
now filled, and would exhibit to the piefcnt, ami to 
future times, an hiftorical account of the principal . 
features of his friend's life, and alfo a kind of moral 
eljay on politics (the morality of which differed to- 
tally, in his opinion, from that of private life), by^^ 
which it would be (hewn what ought to be the con- 
dufl of thofe who afpire to the firll fituations of th^ 
ftate.— In the fuccefs of his motions he fi'lt a pecuKar 
intereft, as, in many refpeSs, his own life bad beeii , 
fimilar to that of his Right Hon. Friend ; he, like him, 
had been a warm promoter of Parliamentary Reform ; 
he, like him, had inftigated others to purfue it with 
eagernefs, and in modes, perliaps, not (Iriclly legal 5 
he, hke him, had abandoned it when it fuited his in- 
tereft to abatidon it, and perfecuted thofe whom, by 
following his example, he had enfnared in the purfuit 
of that objeft; but, above all, he, like him, had 
made a folemn promife. to the Trifti Catholics, never 
to take office without the complete Catholic Emanci- 
pation; and his had been the hand which wrote that 
famous letter which had fcarcely arrived "acrofs the 
Channel when he took office in an Adminiftration 
formed for the exprefs purpofe of preventing Catholic 
Emancipation taking place.

-A COMMITTEE of the Subfcribers to Mr. Pitt't 
•^^ Statue was held yeflerday, at the London Ta- 
'Vern ; when it was determined to call another Generail 
Meeting, that a Jixth Kcfolution might be propofedj 
m addition to the Jive Refolutions ali^dy vot^dj ar 
iiated in our paper of the 6th inftant. 

The fixth Refolution to be to the efkSt follow- 
ing, viz. : 

VJ. That a Subfcriptton fhould be opened in ttie 
city of Dullin, for the purpofe of ereding, in' the 
centre of St. Stephen* s Green, a duplicate Statue of 
the Right Honourable William Pitt ; and, in addition

Treafuryj and Chancellor of the Exchequer, bearing 
in bis right hand a fcroll, containing his celebrated 
Speech againft the Union ; which fupporlers might 
ferve as a ftriking and permanent memorial of th^ 
re6litude and fincerity of the declaration of the faid 
Right Honourable William Pitt — " To bring forward 
meafures of conceffion to the Catholic Bodtj^ having 
before folt it impoffible to continue in Adminiftration 
tinder the inability to propqfs it.'' 

One of the Members of the Committee, an Irifh

tokens, they being alfo originally sl foreign coin of 
the value of four millings and iixpence, now autho- 
rrzed, under the aufpices of the Right Honourable the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, to be circulated in 
Ireland, at the current value of ^y£c^i//in^^; a mea- 
fure fo highly advanta^ous to his Majefty's Irifh 
fubjeds, as would doubuefs raife the name and fame 
of Mr» Bolton to an equal pitch with that heretofore 
enjoyed by Mr. Wood, another great matiafaj8Lv\x^x ts^l 
Jjgm and i^kenSy who fiouri&ed aX \bA cQ>toxs^^vN5:-^xsk«oa^ a 
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of the laft century : ndr would the name of the mo- 
dern Financier himfelf be celebrated with lefs grati- 
tude^ than that of his great predeceflbr in office in the 
days of Queen Anne^ in whofe Adminiftration the 
boon of Mr. Wood's brazen tokens was fo kindly 
and patriotically conceded to the grateful inhabitants 
of Ireland.

culating medium — tliis lucky new 'money '^^^^ Benigno 

The Bank Dire£lor expreffed great • indignafion at 
this low pun, as he was pleafed to call it, declaring 
that it was highly indecorous on fuch an occafioi^, 
and that no bog-trotter of Tipperary could hav? 
made a worfe. 

' Order being, however, reflored by the intervention 
of the Chairman, a gentleman of the Hefalds Col- 
lege obferved, that the Fqffe cheqvi, which conflituted 
a prominent bearing on the arms alluded to, was pe- 
cuharly exprcffive X)f the chequered political opinions 
-which had, at different epochs, conflituted the lead- 
ing principles of the Right Honourable Gentleman 
to whofe great name and fame this votive offering of 
refpe£l and gratitude was propofed to be dedicated,

MR. EDITOR. 

nr'HE aftonifhment occafioned by Mr. Pitt's return 
-■" to power having now in a great meafure abated, 
I hope you will be candid enough to adm'rt into your 
paper a few difpailionaie remarks on that fubjed, al- 
though they come from a perfon who profefles a dif- 
ferent line of politics from yourfelf. Indeed my fen- 
timents, with regard to adminiflrations and the con- 
du£l of public affairs^ differ a good deal from ihofe 
which we commonly bear expreffed by any party ; 
but they are not for that reafon lefs juft in them* 
felves, nor I truft lefs acceptable to thofe unfeen 
perfons who move the machine of date, poffibly 
It good deal more than the vifible heads of Admini*- 
ilration. 

Although tile vindication of Mr, Pitt be my prin« 
cipal olyed, yet I cannot forbear faying a, few words 
en that venerable aflcmblage of influence and power 
'which I have not alluded to, and which (under the 
name of the interior calinet) has, on many occafions, 
met with much unmerited abufe. Inftead of being 
publicly defended) and held up to refpefi and admi- 
ratioh, we find that even their exiftence is difputed. 
But thofe who attended minutely to the late convul- 
(ions in the Minifterial world, I think can fcarcely 
have overlooked the furprifing movements of this 
inner wheel. 

At the time pf the great and univerfal outcry againd 
Dofior^f^ Admimdtation, 1 eoufefs I was very 
Uumed about the cotvfecg\«ci^^^, TVi^vV^ ^^\ 
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unpopular with the country, was nothing; neither 
was it much^ that all the talent and refpe£tability of 
both Houfes combined againd him. His majorities 
might continue notwithilanding. But it was very^ 
terrible to behold the Biihops^ the Bifcuit-bakers^ and 
the Bedchamber, beginning to hefitate. It appeared 
to me, that the two branches of John Reeves's tree 
were grown too heavy for the trunk; and that the 
interior rulers could no longer fupport the man of the 
King's own choice. But mark the wifdom of thofc 
who guided the ftorm 1 The Do6lor fell ; the royal 
favouTy which was partly diffipated upon him, was 
again concentrated in its ancient and proper focus; 
and the repentant Pitt, now (landing at a fafe diftance 
from his mafter's favour, and from general popularity,^ 
once more becomes the viflble head of the conclave. 

The management here was unqueflionably fine. 1% 
forms a grand precedent for future occafions ; and, in 
my opinion, fully and explicitly determines where the 
control over the prerogative of choofing Miniilers 
ought to refide. The importance of this remark I 
leave with you. Sir ; for I think I have feen argument$ 
in your paper, more than once of late, tending to (hew 
the neceffity of a control of that nature exifting ibme« 
where. But, great as Mr* Pitt's merit appears here to 
have been, no part of his condufik has ever given fo 
much offence, or loft him fo many friends. I feel it 
my duty, therefore, to ftate and examine the feveral 
grounds upon which he and hisTiew Adminiftration 
bave been attacked ; and &r this purpoie I again be* 
fpea}c your candour. 

The great point of attack is, that Mr. Pitt a£bed 
with duplrcity in the late arrangemenlB, becaufc, after 
uniting with the principal Members of the Senate, io 
turn out the Doiior^ on pretence that the times re- 
quired an Adminiftration compofeci of all the talenti 
of the eouotiy, a$ fooxt as h\s ^t^Vmv '^'Sftfeft^'^^ifc.

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formed an Adminiftration without any talent at all. 
Well, let the faft be admitted : his purpofe was a laud- 
able one, namely, to get into place, which he could 
not have done, unlefs he had amufed the Country and 
the Senate as he did. Gentlemen may call it dupli- 
city, or whatever they pleafe ; bbt if an ingenious de- 
vice and llratagem for one's own advancement is to be 
called by fuch harfli names, ihere is an end to all 
courtefy upon earth. Sir, 1 do not deny that he duped 
the nation in this inftancc, and cheated his friends too, 
if you muft needs have things exprefled in broad lan- 
guage. But, Sir, was this any thing new from Mr. 
Pitt ? Perhaps, indeed, you expeft from a Prime 
Minifter the fame veracity and honour which you look 
for in a private gentleman ! Believe me, Sir, the 
fraud is pious which is praftifed for a nation ; and the 
xnan muft needs be virtuous who facrifices his cha- 
raftcr and reputation for. the good of bis country. 

But let us take it in another view, and inquire 
bow the beft judges and followers of morality have 
taken the matter up. Have they fhunned Mr. Pitt 
for this part of his condud ? Has a (ingle mitred 
head (haken with difapprobation ? or has the religion 
of Mr. Wilberforce and the Thorntons taken the leaft 
offence ? For my own part. Sir, I hate a clumfy trick 
as much a^ any man, but a dexterous deception gives 
ixie great contentment; and I want no better proof of 
Mr. Pitt's fitnefs for his office, than that he could, in 
a matter fo important, deceive his ableft and neareft 
friends, and thofe who had every means of knowing 
him bcft. 

Now let us proceed to the next point in this great 

article of accufation ; I mean the formation of a weak

Pray, Sir, let us confider a moment what is meant 
by aijirojig Adminiftration. In my mind, there can- 
not be a greater error than to fuppofe, that a vigorous 
Adminiftration muft have all its Members vigorous. 
Obedience is ten times more important. Give me a 
Prime Minifter who knows how to ufe his authority^ 
and I (hall require nothing from his colleagues (as 
they are improperly called) but obedience and fub- 
miffion. The people have been grofsly abufed when 
they have been encouraged to cry out for Fox, and 
Grey, and Grenvilic, and Windham, and other men of 
abilities, to be taken into the Cabinet. They could 
not fee that, inftead of adding power to the Colonel, 
fuch coadjutors would only curtail it. They would 
deliberate away his projects, and (to borrow an ex- 
cellent phrafe from Mr. Canning) ^« throw a wet 
blanket" on his infpiration?. Sir, I donotwifhto 
wfe hard words ; but I cannot help remarking, that 
this fcheme of making an able Adminiftration may be 
traced to the fame daring fafiion, who, not long ago, 
propofed to ftrcngthen the national defence, by ap* 
pointmg a Council of General Officers to aflSft the 
Commander in Chief— as if, forfooth, his Royal High* 
nefs wanted advice from thofe whom he is appointed 
to command. 

Sir, this is not a time to fritter down and divide au- 
thority. In thofe days when we had only a flumber^k 
ing Bourbon to oppofe, we might indeed employ a 
deliberating Cabinet, and men of civil talents to fill 
the offices of State ; we could go on well enough not* 
withftanding our habeas corpus^ and our other confti- 
tutional clogs, and (with whiggiih jealoufy of ftand- 
ing armies) cling to our old militia. But^ no>N iVy«^ 
we have an Emperor to^oppofe, hj^ «isx^^>aAs^s^*>csfc 
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cooie Imperial, and fight with Imperial weapons, 
Down^ then^ with the Militia I Call up a fianding 
force ! Prepare the priCwis I Let not Princes of Wales 
nor Dukes of Norfolk command Engliflimen ! Hire 
the hungry Heflian and the countrylefs Hanoverian 
to guard our hearths and our laws ! Oh, Pitt I oh. 
Colonel ! I long to fee thee in the plenitude of power. 
Would thou wouldft create a new office for thyfel^ 
and be Lord Advocate of England ! 

I hope the reader will pardon this apoftrophe^ 
efpecially as it is no digreffion ; for I have been fhew- 
ing the neceffity of railing the Colonel up to that ele- 
TatioQ which would enable him to cope advantageoufly 
with the Emperor of the French. And I hav6 the 
latisfaSion to believe that our Colonel himfelf has 
long been meditating on the means. In the laft war 
he found himfelf not fully a match for Bonaparte j 
bccaufe, although he furpaffed him in the ftudy of 
human nature^ he knew little or nothing of the prac- 
tice of war, Manjr people of good information fup- 
pofe that the confcioufnefs of this dtkSt was the true 
caufe of his reiigning his place^ and that he gave the 
reins to the Do^r juft to hold for him till he fbould 
learn the field exercife. It is not my bufinefs to comr 
ment on the roguery of the Do6lor in keeping the 
ptace after the Colonel had picked up a proper know- 
ledge of drilling; but of this I am certain, that, in 
doing fo, the Dofilor has unwittingly conferred a great 
and lafting benefit on his country, by keeping the 
Colonel employed for two campaigns in military fer- 
vice, and, upon one occafion, fourteen days together 
on permanent duty. I know the Colonel too well 
to thii^k he would endure an extravagant compliment; 
■but I iViay take upon me to fay, that thofe who have 
4een Colonel Pitt at the head of his Volunteer Corps, 
-wiUiiot be furprifed that Bonaparte has hitherto been 

jftout invftding us, \ ij\\^\. V^t^ \\\tAwifc^ 
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allude to the Colonel's new Defence Bill, the evi« 
dedce and proud inonument of bis military flullj 
vfhioh mud excite the moft warlike fenfations over the 
whole countr}^ by introducing the drum and fife into 
the workhoufe, the prifonj and the hofpital; and 
fumiihing with cockades and beating orders the meek 
beadles of our holy church* 

The Colonel's treatment of the Doftor is the next 
point that occurs to me ; but as that is a very nice 
fubje£t, and likely to run into fome length, I muft re- 
ferve it until I afcertain whether you have liberality

'T^HIS morning, at half paft four o'clock. Captain 
-^ Briton, of his Majefty's fhip the Invincible, 
arrived at this office with difpatches from the Right 
Honourable Lord Guard'em, Admiral of the Blue, 
and Commander in Chief of the Channel Fleet, to 
the Right Honourable Lorfl Finifterre, of which the 
following are copies : '

' MY LORD, Nov. 7, 1803. 

1 have the honour, by this,^ the earlieft oppor- 
tunity, to inform your Lordfhip, that on Thurfday 
the 3d inftant. Captain Lynx, of the Eagle frigate, 
communicated to me a letter from Lieutenant Piercer, 
of the hired armed cutter L'Efpion, ftationed to watch 
the operations of the French off Breft, &c. Aating,' 
that from the motions of their gun-boats, fifhing-^ 
veflels, and other fmall fry, Which had, for fonie 
time, both fingly and (as opportunity offered) in 
fleets, been (kulking along the coaft, from their imali 
ports and inlets, to avoid our cruifers ; nay, this letter 
adds, that fome of them have even been put vpon 
wheels, and drawn to their place of grand rendezvous 
by horfes, therefore there was reafon to believe that 
the long-expe6led expedition was on the point of fail- 
ing. Thefe movements, and alfo fome which were 
made by the men of war in the harbour, which I had 
intelligence were no longer chained to ike ground, 
induced me alfo to fufpefl that the enemy meant to 
take advantage of the length and darknefs of the 
nights, and of the fogs, which, even at this early pe- 
riod of the winter, hang over the Channel in the day» 
and attempt, with their coUefied force, the invafion 
'of our coaft. This fufpicion was in fome degree con- 
firmed by advices which I received from Captain Oak, 
of the Fury bomb. Lieutenant Sting, ot the Ant 
cutter, and from other ^quarters, all agreeing that 
fimilar operations were carrying on at St. MaIoe<$, and 
other ports, which led me to conclude that the dif- 
ferent flotillas afted in*conccrt, and that the buftic in 
every place indicated a general movement at the fame 
time. Fearful that the appearance of an Englifh veffcl 
fliould thwart their intention, and two or three ga- 
. ijjercd together frighten them back to their ports ; 

and 
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€nd refolved, at the fame time, to gire them plenty of 
fca-room; I ordered all the brigs, cutters, floops^ 
luggers, laun-ches, and even (kifFs, with which we had 
hitherto oppofed them, to join the fleet, which I 
judged to be the only means to put an end to the va- 
pouring on their pans, which every gale had conveyed 
to our fliores, and impatience on ours at the delay 6f 
vengeance which the brave fellows under my command 
feemed to confider as the only 'hardlhips of the ex- 
pedition. 

As I expefted, on Fridaymorning the 4th inftant, 
-the fignal was made from the Refolutq, Captain Taice- 
*all, .that the enemy had failed, and were ^t that time 
•about eighty leagues S. E. of Cape Barfleur, colleft- 
ing- thcrr force, which was dated to confift of twenty- 
eight fhips of the line and feme frigates. The fmall 
craft, which iffued from the creeks on the oppofite 
'fide* of the- Channel, 1 underftood to be innumerable, 
I immediately ordered the fignal to be made for the 
•fleet under my command to make all fail in chafe, 
and endeavour to cut them off their own coail: this 
'we happily effefted. Favoured by the wind, we found 
on the morning of the fifth of November iuftant, the 
day op^which they had proudly vaunted that they in* 
tended'to make a defcent on our eoaft, that they were 
about mfd-channel, incumbered with their immenfe 
flotillas, which appeared to be fcattered in all direc- 
tions, and which, it feemed, by the frequent fignals of 
the flag-fliip, and the anxiety of the repeating frigates, 
the Afuniral was endeavouring to colleft^ and, as much 
as in his power, to concentrate. A circumftance hap- 
pened at this period (nine o'clock, A. M.) which tne 
enemy probably confidered as fortunate, though in the 
event it was attended with fcrious confcquences to 
them : namely, about half an hour after we had 
difcovered them, and juft as T had made thefi^^^^^t. 
the (hips as tbey advanced lo ^uacVxJci^vcv'^tv^'^^^^'^'* 
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againft fuch au irregular and diforderly-like foe^ it was 
itnpoffible to form a regular line of battle ; jud at this 
moment when the IVue Briton, . Captain Steady, who 
led the van, was within pi(lol-(hot of JL^Aflaflin, 
Captain Sang, it came on fo foggy, that 'for fome time 
it (lirouded the whole fleet from our fight. The enemy, 
taking advantage of this circumftance, crowded all the 
fail they could carry, and, as I have fiuce been in- 
formed, in their hurry to bear, away from us, not only 
ran foul of each other, but run do\vn many of their 
flat-bottomed boats and fmall veflels. About eleven 
A. M. the fog cleared away, and, as we had flill kept 
on the fame tack, we again difcovered them : Captain 
Steady, refolute in his purpofe, foon came up with, 
and attacked L'Affaflin, with an alacrity and intre- 
pedity that does honour to himfelf, ofHcers, and crew : 
the other fbips, as they^ came up, went gallantly into 
a£tion, which was continued with uniform fuccefs on 
our part till four o'clock, P. M. 

During this contefl, L^Egyptien, Admiral Jafia, 
a near relation of the Firft Conful, (Iruck to the fioyal 
Sovereign, on board of which 1 had hoiiled my flag ; 
the Admiral and crew were confequently made pri- 
foners of war. Le Catiline was funk by a broadfide 
from the Tremendous, Captain Dart. La Gafconade 
blew up early in the a£tion. Le Brutus ftruck to 
the Ciefar, Captain Pharfalia. Le Pet (bomb) alfo 
blew up with a terrible exploiion, when alongfide Le 
Regicide, which, from this circumftance, caught fire 
and burnt to the water's edge. Never was acclama- 
tion fo general as that from our furrouncling (hips 
when Le Catiline went down. This I mention with 
the more fatisfaftion, as the greater part of her crew 
were fdvcd by the gallantry of the Britifli feamen. 

The conteft betwixt the Lion and Le Coq, both

a general retreat on the part of the enemy, who im- 
mediately after appear to have foregone the intention of 
invading our iflatid, and, in coniequence, taking ad- 
vantage of a gale which fprung up in their favour/ to 
bave borne away for their own coaft. Le Marat, Lc 
iSiintefre, L'EgalilS, La Baftille, which they intended 
for a prifon-inip, with feveral others, flew, to efcaipe 
cur fleet, with all the canvafs they could crowd. In 
this, however, they had little fuccefs. Le Marat was 
iforced into adion by the Terrible, Captain Conde, dnd 
foon after flrtick. Of the others 1 have riot yet received 
i5i correct account ; but have reafon to believe that fe« 
Veral were either burnt, funk, or taken ; and that tbofe 
few which had the good fortune to efcape, were in fo 
cripfiled a fl:ate as to prevent the French governntient; 
from a fecond attempt at invafioh, for at lead many 
years. 

Thus ended this glorious and memorable day, in 
the courfe of which, and in attending tq its coirife- 
quehces, your Lordfhip will perceive that I have been 
too much engaged to be more particular. One obfer* 
vation you will permit me to make with refped: to the 
ofi$cers and failors under my command — ^that they have 
upon this, as upon former occafions, a&ed like true 
Britons. Where all have been fo meritorious, it 
would appear invidious to mention particular indi- 
viduals ; but it is with pleafure and pride I boafl; that 
they have in every refpeO; deferved the rewards, the 
applaufes, the honours, which their King and Country, 
whom they have fo ably defended and avenged, have 
prepared for them.

MY LORD, Nov. 7, 1803. 

I WOULD not clofe my difpaiches until I bad 
communicated to your Lord (hip, as accurately as 
it is in my power to colleft it, an account of the grand 
flotilla of tranfports, fiat- bottomed boats, &:c. 8cc. 
which was deilined to convey the invading forces, 
that have been arrogantly termed " the Army of 
England,'^ to this kingdom. I have already intimated 
to your Lordfliip the manner in which, under the con- 
voy of the fleet, they failed ; but it is impoffible to 
convey to your mind an adequate idea of the confufion 
that enfucd in confequence of our attack. Impelled 
by their guardian men of war to follow them, while 
they endeavoured as fail as poilible to make their 
cfcape, as they were crowded with troops, horfe and 
foot, the former of which they termed *^ marine ca^ 
valry^* you will be little furprifed to learn that many 
of them fell foul of each other, and that the far 
greater number of them are gone to the bottom, 
.Humanity fhudders at the refle6tion of fo many brave, 
but mifguided men, being facrificcd to the caprice of 
a cowardly tyrant, who, I underftand, fo far from 
-fliaring with his companions in arms, as he called 
them, the dangers of the expedition, of which he was 
well apprized, kept himfclf fafe on fliore, furniflied, 
inftead of vi-eapons, with the bcft ttlejcopes he could 
procure, wiih which he furveycd the Channel ; and, 
although hisdiftancc frou) the principal fccne of a6lion 
was too great for the events of it to couie witliin the 
fcope of his vifion, he liad, probal)ly, ihc grati/icaiian 
to behold fome of his batlend anu difniajulcd velTels 
purfued to their owfi ports by our iliips. He may now 
aJfo congra^^ulate himfelf that his grand intention in 

^roiedling 
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projecting this expedition is anfwered, as it has en- 
abled him to dijpqjfe of many, both officjers and fpldiers, 
whom he feared, and confequently hated. 

It is a curious circumftance, that the crew, of the 
Terrible, in overhauling the hold of Le Marat^ th^

10,905 Iron collars, 

44,201 Toe- vices, 

12,500 Pair of handcuffs, ' 

25,040 Pair of fetters, and 
479 Racks. 
Many of thefe inflruments of torture,' which were 
tjnqu'eftionably intended to facilitate the rfffcoveryof 
property, had the word liber ft at full length ; ah& 
others the initials L. E. u e. Liberty arid^'E^ualityi 
ilampcd upon them.' There were alfo found fevel*al 
"packages of opium, probably the remains of the 
Egyptian expedition 5 and a vaft number of daggers : 
the ufc for which thefe articles were intended it is eafy 
■ to conjefVure. ■ ' 

On a farther fearch, the failors alfo difcovered a very 
great number of ft rong^ron- bound chefts and cafktj, 
intended for the reception cX money ; and fome of the 
fame nature, evidently fonned for the conveyance of 
plate^ and other valuable articles : thefe had all the 
name of Bonaparte' ftamped upon their lids, and 
were under the care of a confidential Commiffary 
appointed for that purpofe, as foon as Jilled to have 
been fent to Paris. 

Several reams of proclamaiionSy printed in Englifli, 
and dated " From our Court of St. James's," and 
figncd " Bonaparte," together with other papers, 
the intention of which was to difcover and appre- 
hend the publifliers, and to write down the loyal 
produftions of the preient times, were alfo difcovered ;

BRENTrORD RACES. 

npHE match betwc^i the Mainwaring Colt, mi 
^ Parfon Tooke's famous horfe Citizen^ was decide^ 
on Thurfday at the Brentford courfe. The celebrate^ 
match between Diamond and Hambletonian did not 
excite one twentieth part of the intereft in tbi^ 
fporting world. At an early hour the roads leading 
n4o the courfe in all diredions were crowded with cat* 
riages of every clafs, horfemen and pedeftrians of all 
ranks, ages^ and defcriptions. The road from London 
was in a manner covered with a folid mafs, the crowd 
being fo great as frequently to render it impoffible to 
move. The race was fifteen rounds ^f the Brentford 
Courfe; the horfcs to llart from the Stand- boufe,com<»> 
monly called the Hajftings, down Kifs-book ilill, 
acrofs the Devil's pitpb, and fo round again to the 
Stand-houfe. On Tuefday morning the hour of dart*- 
ing was announced by the found of marrow-bones and 
cleavers^ hurdy-gurdy a)^ufic-^nadvs:k%tcc)\V%> ^sA ^^^i^kk 
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melodious inftruments, A good deal of time was 
fpeut in weighing the jockeys. Old Mob rode Ciiizeny 
was full of porter and gin, and in high fpirits. The 
Colt's rider was many pounds too light ; but Alderman 

C , JVIr. M , &CC. threw in {ovnQ Jkoty and 

made up th^ deficiency. The jockeys then mounted, 
and rode to the Itarting-poft, The Coli was rode by 
Magi/irate^ in light (ky-blue; Old Mob rode in purple 
and orange. Never did two horfe- appear fo unequal, 
as they ftood at the darting- poft : the Colt was in 
low condition, rough in the coat, and did not (hew 
much blood or bone : Citizen^ on the contrary, was a» 
fleek as a nio'ufe, ftood near a hand higher than the 
Colty and was in excellent condition ; but he was a 
good deal puffed, and was fuppofed to have been 
very much llrained in the cheji in his late match with 
the Colt's fire. Citizen^ who has been for fonie 
time the crack horfc of Brentford, was the favourite; 
and the odds^ before darting, were, at tfie loweft, 
to to I upon him. Exaftly at nine o'clock the figiial 
was given, ahd both hori'es 'went off at full fpeed. 
•The refult of the firft round was not calculated to 
change the opinion pVevioufly entertained of Citizeii's 
fuperioriiy ; he took thq lead, and kept it all the way. 

The fec^ond proved the Colt to be of good bottom ; 
he went off in a fpirited ftylc, lay clofe to Citizen'^ 
and juft paffed him within about twenty yards of the 
poft. The odds, however, continued nearly the 
fame, it being the general opinion that Citizen lay by 
to make play. 

The third heat gave quite a new turn in favour of 
the Colt, It now ^^peared that his rider had held him 
in the two firft heats, as he f wallowed the bit^ and 
went off with extraordinary velocity, leaving Citizen 
nearly a diftance behind. 

'J'he fourth, fifth, and fixth heats, were contefted 
much in the fame way, Ihe Colt ^xbNVtv^wtvvfermlv vic- 

2 XaiviNiSkt 
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torious, difplaying fine aftion and great bottom. Du- 
ring all this' time the populace fhewed evident marks 
of chagrin and difappointment. They hooted and 
hiflcd the Colt wherever he appeared, and, at times, 
threatened to break in upon the courfe. 

The feventh heat now came on, and the event put 
them in good humour. Citizen took the lead, and 
never fuffcred the Colt to come alongfide of him* 
His appearance, however, was by no means flatter- 
ing. He was hlonfUj and his wind fo much touched, 
that he made a noife like a roarer* The Colt, on the 
contrary, though hardly prefled, had never turned a 
hair. 

The eighth heat, both horfes put forth all their 
flrength. The jockevs crave them whip and fpurfrom 
the iiarting-poit, and they went neck and neck all 
round, Citizen o^^\y winning by a noie. 

The ninth heat was contclted with equal obftinacy, 
but was won by the Colt juil by a fingle length. 
Bets now began to vary confiderably ; the odds, which 
at the beginning were ten and twelve to one^ now 
dropped to three to two, and four to three. Indeed, 
at one moment, the bets were even. Great difcon- 
tent now began to manifeft itfelf among the fporting 
gentlemen who backed Cfiiize7t, They fwore be was 
badly rode ; that Old Mol was bribed; that he was 
drunk, and did not know what he was doing. Still, 
however, they had the greateft confidence in their fa- 
vourite, knowing him to be a horfe of found bottom. 

The tenth and eleventh heats ended in favour of the 
Colt\ but he was hardly prefled in both by Citizen^ 
who ran him head and girth into the poft. Both 
horfes now appeared greatly diftreflbd, and were cut 
from flioulder to flank. 

The twelfth heat did not produce much fport. The 
Colt lav by, and Citizen came in firft without an tf^r- 
parent iiruggle. ^^^ 

■ •• • • 1^ o 
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The thirteenth heat, however^ w^ of ,a very dif- 
ferent complexion ; Citizen took the lead^ and ran in 
a ftyle that threatened to diftance his adverfary. The 
courfe being deep, and much cut by the crowds of 
carriages, &c. in the preceding days. Citizen threw 
fuch imnienfe quantities of TTiua and dirt into the face 
of his adverfary, as almoft to blind him. The con- 
fequencc was, he came in firfl by almoft a diftance, 
^midft the (houts of the populace. Old Mob now 
feemed confident of fuccefs, cracked his whip, and, 
to thofe who had charged him with being drunk^ 
boafted that a Jpur in the head was worth two in the 
heel. 

The hope of Citizen's friends was now almoft raifed 
to certainty; loo to i were offered and refufed; and 
fome even went fo far as to fay that the Colt was 
drawn; but this fentiment was of (hort duration. 
Citizen had lain by in the beginning of the fourteenth 
lieat, relying upon his fuperior bottom ; but he un- 
der-rated his opponent, and was not able to make up 
his loft ground. 

The viftory was accordingly declared in favour of 
the Colti who won eight out of fifteen heats, in the 
coorfe of which he aftonifhed all the knowing ones by 
his capital performance. 

The match, however, cannot be Confidered as finally 
decided, as the friends of Citizen complain of croffing 
and jofiling^ and much other foul play, and mean to 
refer it to the Jockey Club.

certain prejudiced perfons^ and enlighten them a little 
in the true nature of Mr. Pitt's iaxation-jyiem, 
which^I am forry to fay, has always been mod ftrangely 
xnifuCiderQood, and confequently mifjreprefented. 

It has indeed unfortunately happened, that the Mini* 
iler's defigns have fmled oi being underftood, and of 
receiving their due portion of national gratitude, b&r 
caufe his friends and the public at large think there ia 
no other way of knowing what he means than by at« 
tending to what he fays. Now, Sir, independent of 
this being a very fooliih way of getting at the inclina- 
tions of any politician of modem times, it is particu* 
larly unlucky in the cafe of our great financier, whofe 
Aetorical flights are in general fo much above the 
common reacn, that while his hearers are with ere^ 
ears endeavouring to catch a meaning, he fairly fhoots 
over their heads. 

The truth is, Mr. Editor, that in all his financo 
bills there is fomething expre0ed and fomething un* 
derftood ; one purpofe avowed, and another, and perh^pii 
a much better one, concealed. This is fo remarkably 
the cafe in the new St^mp Bill, that it is furprifiiig 
that fome have not perceived it ; and that othq;s, peir*^ 
ceiving it, have not been charmed with it. Suri;!]/! 
your readers muft anticipate me fo far as to be iwara 
that I am goin^ to mention that part of the Bill whidi 
refpe£is Attomies. A little bickering in the Hoiifg h^ 
pbliged Mr. Pitt on this occafion to bring iforwanl 
both his purpofes ; and they dxe,Jir/ii to raife nioney. 
to bring this war to a profperous liuie ; snijicondfiff 
to render Attornies more refpe&able. Surely, Sir, the 
magnitude and importance of two fuch obje^ ougjbt 
-^ nave procured the JAimft^i tj^^ :^ti\S.^\>^^ ^^^s^ 
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fuch vaft and gigantic efforts — efforts, too, in which 
the country is not only deeply intcrclicd at this prefent 
tnonient, but is likely to be fo to the lateft pofterity ; 
for we may not always hsivc' wars, but I truit we Ihall 
always have aitornits. 

This happy union of morality and taxation cannot, 
1 really think, be too nnicb admired ; and although I 
have long perceived that it had a firm root in the 
mind of our great fiiKincier, I have regretted that* the 
public was not fenfible of it, and that its clamours were 
therefore always direfted to the prevention of a littfe 
evil, without confidering the obftruftion thereby given 
foa much greater good. Of this we have another in- 
ftance in the Bill in qucftion, I mean that which lays 
fta'mp duties on medicines. As I have not feen the 
fchedulc, 1 know not to what amount thefc are; but as 
the Miniftcr's ufual praftice is to lay rather much than 
little t)n a favourite article, I dare fay that I may proceed 
in my train of reafoning, taking it for granted that our 
julqis and drops are duly confidered in this new Bill. 
I aver, then, thai by a parity of reafoning this may 
tend to render apothecaries more refpecl^lable; or if that 
be denied, becaufc the om^,9of prefcriplion lies between" 
the Doftor and the Apothecary, I aver that the advan- 
tage will be greatly in favour of the lalt confimier, I 
inean the patievt, I fpeak it on the authority of fome 
of our firft practitioners J that patients in general defpife 
medicines that are cheap ; and merely becaufc they are 
cheap, they think they can have no efficacy. 1 may 
challnige the whole College to deny that this is a very 
prevathng'popular opinion. But it is now about to be 
removed j and is not this an obji-ft of great import- 
ant^ ? 

■ Some mav fay, indeed, that if there are perfons who 

refute medicmes becaufe they are cheap, there are others 

who will refufe them when they are dear. And pray, 

JMn Editor j to whait does this fi^w^i a,T'^vx\tv^tv\.^\\^N3Kv\, \€ 
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not to another proof that the Jalus popnli rs the .fir(l 
objeA in our tax bills? What ii/ow/rf be the mighty 
confequence rf foine pcrlons rejefted medicines ? Why^ 
Sir, they would do as in other cafes, they would find 
fubftitutes; and praifed be our financiers, thefe fubfti- 
tutes, namely, temperancejjolriefy^ and exerdfey are 
tnofi; ably enforced by our wine taxes ; and our carriage 
and horfe duties, not to f]ieak of the Volunteer fyftem,^ 
which is admirably calculated to promote the circula- 
tion of the blood, the on\y fanguinan/ purpofe, I fin- 
cerely hope, it will ever be found to promote. 

If we confidcr pafriotijm as a branch of morality, 
.which it unquellionablyis, and of religion too, 1 can- 
not help pitying the blindnefs of thofe who do not fee 
how much it is advanced by every new fiamp and 
every new tax. It is the duty of every man to contri- 
bute to the utmoft, to the fuccefs of war, or peace, 
or whatever the nation may happen to be engaged 
in ; and, as fome men are very negligent of this duty, 
how wife is it to remind them of it, and induce them 
to perform it by a fort of delufion, which, prefents one 
obje^Sl to them, while, in fa6t, they are execiating 
another ! This is what I term the double purpofe of 
taxation, and it may be exemplified in a thoufand 
inttances. A man may think, for example, he is 
treating his friend^ or gratifyivg his tqfte, when he 
pufhes about the bottle, without confidering that he is 
contributing, at that moment, to raife a regiment^ or 
launch a Jh'ip^ This remark may, indeed, hold juft 
as to all objefts of taxation for the laft century ; bul 
it muft be allowed, the principle is very much extended 
indeed, when it is extended to the fick-bed and the 
nurfing-chair. This I really think an improvement, 
becaule on fuch occafions, from the interruption given 
to a man's habits of living, there would alfo be an 
interruption to his patriotic contributions, if it weir^ 
not contrived now that a /euer ftxo\Adi\i^ oS. ^ofwv'^xs^^ 
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in giving reji to the nation^ and an ague ferve to reward 
the courage of our defenders. To a benevolent mind^ 
^his furely mull afford many pleafing reflections, and 
inay raife a fniile in the moil (icklied countenance. 
Methinks our divine Shakfpeare had a prophetic eye 
to this politico- phytical fyftem, when he aiks his do&br 
if he had any " rhubarb, fenna,'* or other, '^ pur- 
gative drug" to '^ fcour his enemies" away, who were 
then invading him. Well, Mr. Editor, let us be 
thankful, the time is come, and the enemy threatens 
our fliores : let us, while we artfully feem to turn tail^ 
difcharge thofe iiamped vials of wrath upon them, and 
teach them thatj we have one lumbardment yet left, 
which they cannot refid. 

I hope now, Mr. Editor, that I have advanced 
enough to throw a more favourable light, not only on 
pur general taxation, but on the new (lamp dujties, than 
that in which they have hitherto been viewed. I have 
pnly one more remark to make, becaufe it may obviate 
an objection. It is commonly thought that the faculty 
inay, perhaps, be more tender in their preifcriptions ; 
but this, I think, is extremely improbable. In the 
firft place, they will receive their feesjuft as before; 
and fecondly, it is very natural to fuppofe that they 
will jncreafe, rather than abridge their prefcriptions ; 
becaufe they will have an opportunity of dilplaying 
their patriotifm on a very large fcale, without the 
fmalleft perfonal rifk. I have not made the calcula- 
:tion, but I (hou!d fuppofe that if our phyficians do 
their duty (and they have never been found deficient 
br difloyal), the article of nervous d'lfeafes alone may 
not be afhamed to appear in the fanieeftimate with the 
fxmd and Malt Tax ; and I have no doubt, that the 
amount of Joreign and home-made fpirits will not 
greatly exceed the net produce of our Jlomach com- 
plaints. Indeed, by a judicious phyfician who fludies 
poliiics at jBatfon's, or elfe>Nhqe, there may always 
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be a certain proportion kept up between receipt and 
expenditure ; and, when they difcover fome fecret plan^ 
or vaft expedition^ they may prefcribe in fuch a manner 
as* to prevent the expenfe from falling fo heavily on the 
aftive and laborious part of the community, by dif- 
iributing it among thofe who plead indifpolition, and 
whofe indifpofition may therefore be a public benefit. 
There can hardly, I think, be any reafon to expe^ 
unfair dealing, or that any phyfician would be fo 
Jacobinical as not to render •* a charming flow fever," 
or a ** delicate dejedion of fpirits,'* beneficial to the 
revenue i but if there were, the fraud might at any 
time be deteded by a careful infpeftion of the bills of 
mortality, which muft now, of courfe, form one o£ 
thofe valuable documents which lie on the table for the 
yiuflration of Budgets. 

As to otHer modes of evading thefe taxes, I have 
not paid much attention to tKem, becaufe my primary 
objeS: was to exhibit the happy union of morality, 
patriotifm, and taxation, which our Minifter has coa<^ 
trived, and for which he merits great praife. It is 
certain no taxes can be inventea which fome perfons 
will not find means to evade ; but this, I niay venture 
to fay, will not be vety pra^icabte, noir often at- 
tempted. A man in a ragiijig fit of the gout or colic 
bas no thoughts to beftow oh the ilate of Europe ; 
difeafe is (^ no party; and ftubbom mud that politician 
be, who, in the paroxyfm of an afthma, would care a 
fig for Pitt or Bonaparte. I am. Sir,

** All the world 's a ftage/' 

MR. EDITOR, 

1 HOPE you do not confider it out of tlie province 
of a ncvvfpaper to communicate theatrical intelli>- 
gence, except from Drury- Lane, Covent Garden, and 
the Haymarket. The country ilagc, mi&rable as. are 
the fcenes it fometimes exhibits, ^ell deferves a portion* 
of the pubHc attention. If impartial criticifm were 
to expofe and to condemn wJiatever appears here that 
isjcfbjedtionable, thta&ors might become lef? proiligatey 
and the performances more praifeworthy.. ., 
. I beg leave, Sir^ to fend you ' a ihort .account of 
an. extraordinary production that has lately beett 
brought out, under the title of The New Cabinet; or^, 
the Triumph of' Treachery. Confiderable expectations 
were excited when a change of entertainments was 
announced ; as we had been bored for three years, 
with the Mock Do6ior and the March to Paris. A. 
fiory had likewife been given out, that they were to be 
fucceeded by a piece called The UnioUy fuperior in wit 
And energy to every thing before feeii in England, and 
calculated to command the admiration and fupportof 
all ranks, profcflions, and parties in the community. 
Never was there fo much difappointment and difcon- 
tent as when the promifed novelty was at lafl pro- 
duced*.. Sometimes an audience is difl'atisfied with

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what. IS really excellent ; but, in the prefent inftaoce^ 
the popular feeling is fully fanftioned by coolinveftiga^ ' 
tion and fober refleftion. The New Cabinet is the 
mod wretched, vamped- up coinpofition that was ever 
impofed upon the public. It is faid to be copied pretty 
exasSlly from fomething that appeared in the time of 
Richard II. or Henry VI,; but, in my opinion, it 
has nothing Engli/h in it. It is rather framed upoa' 
the Gdrman models which has unfortunately becosie 
much too prevalent in this country. The authors who 
imbibe this tafte, I need not tell you, are .extremely 
arbitrary, defpifing eflabliihed opinions, and obeying 
no rule but their own caprice^ 

Cumberland's dramas have been cenfured, becaufe. 
the characters were all virtuous and all amiable* Suph 
a ftigma by no means attaches to The New Cabinet* 
Indeed, an honeft man is fcarcely to be found in it; 
and the mod wonderful felicity is difcovered in affem- 
bling fuch a venal, felfifli, odious crew — all different 
from eqch other, and yet all bearing a refemblance, 
A confiderable number of them are fo trifling and in- 
fignificant, that, though they have lofty titles, they 
feem introduced merely to fvvcll out the li(l of the 
dra7n. perf. to the ufual length. The Horatian maxuD 
has been adhered to — 

— nee quarta loqui perfona laboret— 

for not more than two or three ever attempt to fpeak. 

The hero is a very ftriking rcprefentation of a maa 
under the influence of wild ambition. He has fplendid 
talents, with which he might be ufeful to his country,, 
but he facrificcs every thing to his love of power. 
Endowed withfome feiife of honour, and fome regard* 
for fame, his ruling frenzy goads him on to aClions- 
that are perfidious and difgraceful- His example 
ought to be an awful warning to vVvt^-ovxw^^xA ^^i^^^w- 
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ing; for, apparently in the poflfeffion of the objeft of 
tusutmcNR; wifhes, he is ftill unhappy. The pad holds 
eat a dreadful retrofpe£l; to him, and he is perpetually 
haonled by fears for the future. He is not even con- 
tented with the power he at prefent enjoys^ but, iti his 
leftleflhefs, is revolving defperate expedients how^ he 
inayenlarae and perpetuate it. Poetical julHce feems 
lb be violated by his being allowed to go unpuntfhed. 
Thus much may be faid, however^ that he evidently 
fufiers enough nrom his own thoughts, and that the 
hiiprefiion left is decidedly favourable to integrity and 
patriotifm. 

The next charaSer is a Scotfman. He pofTefTes 
ibnte humour, but has no claims to originality, being 
an overcharged copy of Macklin's Sir Pertinax M^Sy^ 
i€pkant. 1? nature and manners were to be fludied, 
the features fhould have been confiderably foftened ; fot 
k is not eafy to conceive that there ever was a flatef- 
man who not only defpifed principle to fuch a degree 
ki fecret, but who fo openly derided it. He fhuns 
hypocrify, as a man would clear himfelf from the im- 
putation of cowardice, by dabbing every one he meets. 
He appears as a mere chapman in politics, and ready 
to fay or urifay any thing for place and patronage. I 
l^uil likdwife obierve, that his accent is greatly to6 
broad^ and his vulgarity too difgufting. How is it 
poflible that a perk>n fo illiterate and uncultivated 
ihould be allowed to play fo important a part in a 
civilized age and country ? The feelings of the Scottifti 
nation muft have been exceffively wounded, that this 
fhould be held up a fair fpecimen of their learning, 
purity, and decency. The fatire is too extravagant to 
promote the ends of malignity and prejudice. 

A Lawyer has been mtroduced for the fake of 
variety. He is very deeply concerned in the p/o/, 
and is the chief inftrument iu bringing about the 
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denouemenL. The Speeches given him are ver^ long^ 
out rather dull. He is particularly fond of laying his 
band upon his bread. This charadter is very muc% of 
the larmoyant fpecies« 

Scarcely any of the reft are worthy of particular no*- 
Jtice. Among them there is a young Hibernian lacqueys 
.who occaiions fome merriment by iinging a ballad wkb 
the burden-— 

-Two firings to my .bow, 

Me nope can o*enhrow ; 

Me none can o'erthrow, 

Two firings to my bow. 

The Peerage is libelled by a thick-headed, bro£^d- 
bottomed, Dutch ffcipper-looking fellow, who is called 
the Duke, An old potatoe-merchant and brown bread 
baker, for what purpofe Heaven knows, is lugged upon 
the ftage, with the title of Secretary of State'; and a 
fpoiled child entertains the audience by taking the pet 
upon being offered a pieqe of bread and butter, and 
immediately after aiking pardon, and promifing never to 
do the like again. 

There is sl female vfho is materially concerned ip 
the a£iion ; but, upon the authority of feveral of 
Terence's plays, Jhe remains behind ihejcenes. 

Sir, as this critique has already fpun out into fu^h 
unexpe^ed length, I fhall only farther obferve, that 
the conduSt of ike New Cabinet is very irregular ; that 
lis Jentiments are Uliberal ; that its language is coar/e, 
and that its numbers are feeble. 

The piece was at firfl received with the moft mark^ 
difapprobation. HifTes and groans became louder 
every moment, and the cry of.. O^/ Off! iiefounded 
from every quarter. For a little while there was 
fome hope that the unanimous voice of the public 
would be obeyed ; but orders were iffued, the Aor//e 
was packed, and we are ftill condemned tg heVvc^UL 
The Trhnvph of Treachery. Wo^va'tx^ \\. \^ \^rx 
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likely to be very long-lived, and will hardly, by any 
mumagemenij be made to run bnger than the opening 
of the next feafon. 

Before concluding I ought to obferve, that, in the 
opinion of many, the oftenfible author is by no nieane 
to be loaded with the blame which has been fo liberally 
cad upon him by the ver)' men he has favoured. Tte 
iNew Cabinet is fuppofed to be the fecret compofitioa 
of a fecret and myllerious Junto,

TTTHILE the opening of the Theatres of Drury 
^^ Lane and Covent Garden, and the expefted 
appearance of the Young Rofcius, have divided the 
attention of the public with the threats of iirrafion, 
it may not be unfeafonable to glance for a morhent at 
the rumoured arrangements for the opening of our 
Political Theatre. 

In the courfe of the enfuihg winter a low Comedy 
will be brought out on the latter ftage, entitled, 
•' DifcontentI or, The Mtirmtirs of OppoJitionT* 
This piece has been already fome time in rehearfal, 
and the different aftors havefpared no pains in making 
themftlves perfect in their various parts. So indefa- 
tigable arc fome of them in their laudable exertions^ 
that they have been feen clenching their fills, and 
grumbling over their fpccches, in the open ilreet, to 
the amazement of a gaping multitude, who were in 
^wbt whether they had not jull efcaped from the 
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«cells of the Bedlam incurables. Others have gone 
ftill farther, and, mounting a cart, a wall, a coach- 
box, or a tree, have opetily harangued an affembled 
rabble, and folicited their candid criticifnis* The 
crowd, amufed with iheir ftrange words, and ftranget 

fefticulations, have encolii'aged thetn by repeated 
wzzas ; and' the felf- gratified aftors have retired with, 
the highett opinion of their own merits, and with a 
conviction of the truth of the vulgar faying — by which 
Talleyrand lately vindicated the elevation and tyranny 
of Bonaparte — " Vox Populi eji vox Dei,'* 

The charafilers who are to^ form this comedy are 

fuppofed to be a fretful, perverfe people, whofc tempers 

are fouiied by dijappointinent and want cf fucceis in 

their purfuits: They therefore envy thofe \a ho have 

been more profperous ; - and ihe.bufinefs of the piec6 

<:onfifts principally in t*he fcbenies which are devifed 

and put in praftice with a view to betteT the condition 

of the charafters, and to deftroy all thofe who oppofe 

their elevation.. For this purpbfe, they make.it a rule 

to rail at every thing done Vy others^ to think nothing 

right except it fcitisfy themjelves] and theij refolve 

never to lejafisjiid with ttny thinSy unlefs they them^ 

felves have ddne it. From this it ajipears, that the 

great art of the aftor mull be to deliver his grumbling 

and difcohtcnted fpeeches in a tiianner calculated to 

make the greateft ifiipreflion on the iudiefice. Moft 

of them, indeed, have been iQng'accuftqmed to grnm^ 

llingy arid they form great e^pe>Slati6ns from the per- 

fcdion which they have acquired by long pra6l:ice. 

THE ARRANGEMENT AND CHA^RACTERS. 

The oftenfible manager of the company is an old 
FoXy who generally plays a principal part in the pieces 
a<Slcd by his troop. He was once in a manner hijfed 
off thejiage for difrcfpeftful behaviour to the audience, 
that is, for faying that there was no audience worth 
acting to j and did not venture Uix^^\xw\^\\\'2> ^^'^\x\^'^ 
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confidcrable time had elapfed. After his departinre, 
(he company was very weak, and a great many deferred 
it ; and wc then remembered the truth of what a very 
worthy man^ now a Noble Peer, faid, when the 
Manager once fuddenly ran to Bath^ and when he had 
not the effrontery, like a certain player^ to face the 
audience — " You are a very fine troop, Gentlemen,'* 
faid the worthy man alluded to; ^' you tnuiler well — 
you apipear fpirited and enterprifing, but you want 
your leader!" The faid Manager^ however, has novf 
found means to colle£t his icattered forces, and to 
engage many, who, having nothing elfe to do, were 

Sot unwilling to try tbeir talents as a&ors. ITo thefef 
e has afligned a very confidcrable part in the comedy 
of Dijiontent ; and he places great reliance upon theni 
for the fiiccefs of the piece, his old friends having 
figured away in grumbling charaSers, till they Have 
quite worn out the patience of tt^e public, who Began 
to fmoke them. He has always been confidered as an 
Si&QT of great talents | though exceedingly unhappy 
in the choice of the parts which he oiight to play ; 
as well as in the pieces which he produced^ inoft of 
which have been irretrievably damned. He is, befides, 
apt to be an enthufiaft in whatever he undertakes ; and 
to carry his adingto a degree of extravagance, equally 
inconfiAent with common fenfe and good tafte. This 
is, however, faid to be the eSeA of ^he advice of 
ibme of his firiends, who, with far inferior talents, 
have contrived to numage and miflead him. By their 
means, he has often attempted and been difgraced in 
parts which he ought never to have played, and which 
his own judgment, upon cool reflcAion, feenis to have 
tlifapproved. He ftill, however, continues to dircA 
the company, and to aft the bell parts in their full 
pieces and after-pieces; and there can be no doubt 
that he will perform one of the moft confpicuous 
chnradcrs in ^^ The Murmtirs of Oppojliion," 
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Among thofc who are principally to fapport th^ 
'JSfemager m this dratna, is an Irifliman^ who is known 
among his friends by the name of Dah-Shcrry, ot 
flherry-Dan, fuppofed to have b^en given him bjr 
iiis bottle companions^ in alluiion to the great qtian* 
tity of Sherry — ^we are, however, told C/ffrc^-— Which 
he has been continually pouring down his throat, and 
Which has lighted up afiame in his countenancey thA 
ftli the water in the Thames cannot extinguifli ; while 
liis nofe, like Bardo{ph% ferves the purpofe of a 
memento mori, continually keeping us in mind, as 
Shakfpeare fays, of ** Hell fire!'* He may be qon- 
.fiderea as. the Munden of the company, and is therefore 
ttecufliariy well fitted to stSt his part in Low Corned^. 
This man wrote feveral pieces for a theatre of hi? own^ 
which were well received ; but nothing would content 
hita but the place of an after on the Political Stage], 
Here he cracks jokes, tells (lories, makes puns and 
conundrums, and pours forth repeated vollies of jefts, 
at all which the audience laugh in the mean time; but 
notwithflanding this, mod of the pieces in which he 
has been engaged in the Political Theatre, have been 
d 'd. Yorick, however, ft ill perfifts in the feme 
career, and defies even Hamlet to fay that he is 
** cliop'fallen.*' He is to play a droll part in the 
comedy of *^ The Murmurs ;'* and the audience will, 
as ufual, laugh heartily at his jefts, but d— n hi^ 
** good intentions/' 

The next performer is known by the appellation of 
Wind — him, from his notorious liability to be wound 
and turned about, or in allufion to the variabletiefs 
and inconftancy of the windy which he a good deal 
refembles. He is alfo very much given to interiard 
his part with quotations, and fcraps of Latin* He; 
too, aims at jefts ; and, by pains and application^, 
ihreds and patches, he may no doubt qualify himfelf 

yoi.. VII J. a "^ 
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to play the part of " The Taylor riding to Brentford,^ 
at jj[/Uey*Sy or the Royal Circus. Thefe jells and 
quotations he hi^ into his parts at all times and in all 
{>iaces. He delerted his former company, becaufe 
one of the adors had faid that he was dijecoiid Knight 
/if the Woful Countenancey as he was ever ready to 
Attack windmills^ fcale the walls of caftles for the 
relief of didreiTed damfels^ and miftake country ale« 
iioofes for fortified redoubts. His dimity being of- 
fended at this, he bade adieu to his old friends, and 
^u>w has a conspicuous part affigned him in the comedy 
of ^« Murmurs." For this he is fuppofed to be pecu- 
Jiarly well fitted^ as he not only grumbles at others, 
Vut 18 even difcontented with the parts which he himfelf 
played with his former company. 

This laft ador will be fupported by one who ap* 
pears in the chara<9:er of a Lawyer^ and has a voice 
very much refembling the noife of a baffoon. He is 
a vigorous grumbler } but there has been a neceffity 
for Ihorteniiig his part, from a dread that the found of 
his voice would either drive away the audience or fet 
them afleep. 

A young Baronet is alfo expefted to give his af- 
fiftance, lefs young in years, however, than in fenfe, 
as appears from what he calls his Hiftory of Athens, 
The part which he choofes to fupport is a fort of 
.continued railing at all Volunteers, except 96,000 ! 
This he recites in a (Irange monotonous twangs which 
fcajs up the eyes of thofe who are able to refift. the 
foporific Qualities of the lawyer^ s bajfoon. 

As it IS feared that there may be a deficiency of 

u'omeUf fome of the males are appointed to take 

v:^\c)i\^ female charafters, for which feveral of them 

are admirably qualified by their love of goffip and 

JcandaL The parts of Silly Old Women are expefted 

to 



to be particularly well performed. A great many real 
women are alfo to exert themfefves behind the curtain ; 
and for all this^ the cuftom of the ancients is full 
add fufficient authority. 

Such are the chief parts in the expefted comedy j 
Imt, notwithftanding their grumbling talents^ and 
their exertions to fupport the piece^ it is generally 
fuppofed that it will be d— d; and that the adiors 
will be htffbd off thejlage — not for want of talents in 
their profeifion, but for proftitutine tbofe talents: in 
the fupport of fueh execrable Jhuff, The comedy \^ 
indeed faid to be not only deficient in j.udgment,, 
common fenfe, and real wit, and totally void of all 
merit — but alfo in danger of being, upon the whole, 
ill fopported ; for though fome of the aftors have 
confiderable individual talents^ the company is but ill 
arranged^ and the parts are extremely ill caA. The 
troop is certainly very liable to come to an opeu 
rupture among themfelves, as the different individual^ 
fcarcely agree m any one thing, exvept in grumllivg. 
The laft piece, therefore, which they will pcrforni^ 
and which is likely to be received with great ajv 
plaufe, is ^^ Difappointment ; or^ The Grumblers^ 
Outwitted.''

NEW SYSTEM O? DIPLOMACY.

TO THS BDITOR.- 

THE new fyftem of public law invented by Monfieut ' 
Bonaparte, which confifts in the feizure of Mef- 
'fetigers and Minifters (no matter which)' hi tbeir 
•journey through neutral countries, and in the arreft 
•'of Foreign A^nbaffadors in the midft of the Court to 

• which they are accredited, having been fuflBciently 

• cftabliftied by recent praAice, (and what foreign Prince, 

• let me a(k, will prefume to controvert fucha prece- 
dent?) I beg you to allow one of the unhappy Corps 
Diplomatique to give you his'refle6iion3 on this fubjeil, 
and to propofe lome plan for the accommodation of 
our maxhns to the prelent ftate of things. 

It is, Sir, not a little hardj that while we are 
brandifhing the pen with one hand, we (hould arm 
the other with a muflcet or a pittol ; that we, who 
never thought of a fword but as an elegant* appendage 
to a court drefs, and never regarded its temper, pro- 
vided we could but keep our oivTiy (hould now be 
obliged to draw it from its fcabbard, where, for fo 
many ages, it has flept in peace ; or that, like a 
celebrated Admiral, we fliould begin to praftife writ- 
iug with the left hand, left fome unlucky chance of 
war fliouid carry off the right. I will not prefume 
to predifl: to what evils nations may be expofed from

For now, Sir, when an Ambafiador is to fet fbr-< 
ward on bis miffion^ inftead of choofing hififetvieei 
of plate, he muft look forward to a fervice of danger t 
inftead of difplaying his tafte in chariots and curricles^ 
be muft think of a camp equipage. Pounce muft bftr 
content- ta yield its place to gunpowder, and cartridge-* 
paper will make no< inconiiderable figure in his fta-< 
tioner's accounts It is true, Sir, that for the l$tttett 
article be may occafioisally fui)ftitute bis own memo^^ 
vials, or the cumbrous voJuincs of the D(xoitideS:G£nSf, 
which lumber on his {helves. The brains, which 
tfiey could never reach in their original dnefs,. \h^ 
asay haply aiTail with advantage under the ibcm of aa 
envelope to a cartridge, or of wadding to a great gun ^ 
and where they fail of producing convi&ion, they may 
fefely appeal to their force. That head muft be barii 
indeed, on which arguments in this form can make no 
impreftion ; and I will venture to fay, that Grqtius 
fcimfeJf, were he living, could not wife to fee his-jj^ 
helli more ably enforced. 

When the Envoy proceeds on his journey, in the 
' place of out-riders and heyducs, he muft be preceded 
by a train of flying artillery j a body-guard of dipla« 
matic Mamelukes muft furround his carriage; and 
foon, I fuppofe, we (hall read in the Gazette, that 
the piquets of an £ngK(h Ambaftador have beea 
driven in, or the out-poft^ of a PruiSan Minifter 
carried by afTault, with as much familiarity and a« 
much indifference, as we now perufe the mad follies of 
Monfieur Bonaparte, or the cfumfily fabricated con- 
fpiracies of the Dialle SoiCeux, Vi\%(«i\^\3w^- 
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• Nor is thb M, Sir. Arrived at the feat of hitf 
Biiilion, the Envoy muft begin by intrenching him* 
fislf ; and muft literally avail himfelf of the proud 
privil^e of an Engliihman, which aflerts his houfe 
to be hia caftle. His cyphers will make him a tolera* 
ble zig-zag ; and (if his own manfion be incapable of 
Aich a fpecies of defence) he may (helter himfelf be* 
bind the hom^wcrk of many of bis diplomatic col* 
leagues. . In the amiable coteries o£ the cabinet, a 
lodgment on the contre-Jcarpe of a foreign agent 
will be whifpered about with as much exultation^ as 
now a blunder in his ctrntre-prcjet ; and a prad.icable 
breach in the walls of his hotel muft no longer be 
regarded as a breach of privilege. His writings muft 
adopt the fame military appearance. The ultima ratuk 
regumy fo long the filent and retired champion of 
every remonftrance, may now be inferted in the body 
of his paper, in the guife of a menace ; or, at leaft^ 
may be allowed to illuminate the margin, in the fonn 
of (hells or red-hot balls: and I do not fee how a 
note verbal can henceforward be lifiened to, unlef» 
preceded by the emphatic word — Attention!^ pro- 
nounced in the attitude of a fugle-maar, and with the 
lungs of a reviewing officer. 

Now, Sir, in this new order of things, I would 
humbly fuggeft to His Majefty's Government, that 
a Secretary be appointed at the next Seffion of Par- 
liament, for the Military Department of Foreign 
Afiairs; or at lead, that a foreign Mini fter may have 
recourfe, in his vstTious exigencies, to tha^t branch of 
expenditure the beft Anted to his new wants. This 
equipage- money may retain its name; but its obje6l— 
heu! quantum mutatus ab illa^ Camp kettles and 
canteens ufurp the place of gilded carriages and laced 
liveries ; and a tent-bed is almoft the only word to 
remind him of former comforts. His extraordinaries 
mu& be defrayed by the Boar4 of Ordnance, and none 
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but the Commander-in-Chief fhpuld be permitted to 
examine his extra-extraordinaries. As for Jecret fervice 
money^ the title will be loft^ amidft tbe'explofioa of 
fiielis or the fpringing of countermines ; and I believe 
we muft have recourfe to the pra<£Uce of that able 
politician of antiquity, Philip of Macedon, who 
declared that an afs, with a lack of gold upon his 
back, was as good a negotiator as any Ambaflfador h^ 
.could employ; and that he never faw the fortified 
town, into wnich fuch an envoy would not contrive t^ 
enter with his load.
